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THE ADVENT OF THE MIKIRS: 


A book titled “The South-East Asia Tribes, Minorities 
Nations,” written by Dr. Peter Khustadtar had certained that 
the ethnics of South-East Asians are origination of the 
Mongoloid stock and they were migrated from there after 200 
B.C. 

Shri Medini Choudhary had also mentioned in his book 
“Yangju Nodirpar” that many of the ethnics groups had been 
migrated from China continually in between the year of 300 
B.C to 300 A.D. The Mikir group of Mongoloid stock most 
probably had been migrated in the year 300 B.C. 

According to utterance of the older people of the Mikir 
society, it is believed that they had established villages at the 
foot hills of Punja and Nongkula probably in Tibet. It is also of 
the opinion that the dwelling period of the Mikirs in Tibet was 
900 years, and a longest period in a particular area. 

Sir Charles Lyall also wrote in his book “The Mikirs” 
that they have connecting link between the Nagas and Kuki- 
chins which later of those two races, especially those dwelling 
in the South of Arakan - Roma range where the chins tends to 
merge into Burma ( Myanmar) of Irawadi valley. 

The Mikirs in the time of death festival so-called 
‘ Chomkan ’ a traditional death festival is used the word ‘Lasa 
lelo ’ which means reached Lasa and believed to be present 
Lhasa the capital of Tibet. It bears the authentic testimony of 
their domiciling in Tibet. The older people of the society are 
also to opine that once they had been at ‘Longle achete * 
literally which means epi-centre of the earth and believed to 
be present South-East of Asia continent. 

Hence, the Mikir people in course of time had been 
migrated to the land of ‘varche - varkong ’ literally which 
means the scattering of deceased due to random spi ending out 
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of epidemic. It was not possible to cremate the deceased 
according to the traditional rite of the society and as such the 
corpses were scattering every where in the land of varche- 
varkong ’in Mikir. And the land is believed to be present Assam. 

The Mikir people arc believed that the cursing of Sot 
Recho is still worked in the society . Bishnu Prasad Rabha was 
also of the opinion that the Mikirs are descendant of Kirat 
dynasty of f be Ramayana Tt was also believed that Assam was 
ruled by Mohironga and and Ghotok descendeant of Kirat 
dynasty as remarked by Suniti Kumar Chatterjee a historian 
THE FIRST MIKIR KING: SOT RECHO: 

The Mikirs people are believed that there was the first 
legendary Mikir king in the society and his name was Jeng 
Phantho and he was belonged to Timung clan. He had descended 
from heaven to earth in order to rule over his Mikir subjects. 
Jeng Phantho was very kind hearted and truthful man. 
Therefore, the Mikir people used to call him 'Sot Recho ’ so- 
called truthful king. At that time the Mikir people also felt the 
necessity of having kind hearted and truthful man like him to 
protect and uplift them from onslaught of the other people at 
the time of distress. So the Mikir people agreed to abdicate 
the kingship to him. But Jeng Phantho at the juncture demanded 
a man to be sacrificed to make the kingship ever lasting. It was 
his guilty. Though he was a truthful man, however he had two 
ardent enemies namely Vejeng Hanse and Thanglong Timung 
the Mikir chiefs. 

They also did not agree with him in this regard and the 
Mikir people began to revolt against him in the instigation of 
the two Mikir chiefs. They even began to hatch a plot to kill 
Sot recho. And in order to succeed it they went to Jaintiapur 
for help and informed the king all about of him. And as help 
the Jaintiaking sent some soldiers with Vejeng Hanse andThang 
Long Timung, the Chiefs and arrived to their native. The 
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soldiers captured him alive and also put into an iron cage. Later 
he was put to the boiling water to kill him. But he did not die. 
Their act of barbarity gone climax and his flesh was cut into 
pieces and cooked it. But he did not die. 

Thereafter, he also put before the elephants to trample 
him to death. But the elephants did not kill him instead welcomed 
him out of fear. At last he was put before the lion to kill him but 
the animal did not kill. 

After the incident he had ascended to heaven forever. 
However before his departure from this earth to heaven he had 
cursed the Mikir people out of humiliation and anguish. He 
cursed, ‘‘Behold! I would be coming again to this earth firstly 
when there would be appeared a white crow on this earth. The 
stone would be floating and cotton sinking in the water. The 
plants would be germinated from eggs. Secondly, when there 
would be prevalent of incest in the Mikir society. The people 
would be climbing on the plants of chilly and bringjal because 
of dwarf, then 1 would be coming to this earth and I shall be king 
of the Mikirs. You the Mikir people would have never be unity 
and as a result of disunity among of you the other people would 
be enslaved you.” 

THE HISTORYOFTHE SOCIAL ADMINISTRATION OF 
THE MIKIR SOCIETY. 

BISOKAIDA RONGPHAR (1558 A.D.-1570A.D.): 

Longki Sangveri Rongphar was the father of Runja 
Rongpharpi and Bisokaida Rongphar. At that time the 
contemporary Jaintia king was Bar Gosai and the Ahom king 
was Sukhampha. Bisokaida Rongphar retained the Mikir kingship 
from Jaintia king by the help of Runja Rongpharpi his own sister. 

The coronation of the abdication of the throne was 
performed and Bisokaida Rongphar became the rightful king of 
the Mikir. He had ruled over his subjects for twelve years. 
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There is a legend regarding the genesis of the name of 
Bisokaida Rongphar. In his childhood Bisokaida Rongphar was 
very fond of playing Thengtom game and the game was like 
Rugby game of present day. He had possessed the tactic of 
playing Thengtom. After all, he was a good player of Thengtom 
game. In Mikir ‘O-so ' means child and ‘Kaida ' means tactic. 
Therefore, he was called ‘Oso kaida’ and in course of time he 
came to be called ‘Bisokaida Rongphar’. It was the corrupted 
words of‘Oso’ and ‘Kaida’. He had two sons namely Bon or 
Bong Rongphar and Borpo or Borpu Rongphar. Bisokaida 
Rongphar died 1570A.D. 

BON OR BONG RONGPHAR (1571 A.D.-1586 A.D.): 

After dead of Bisokaida Rongphar his elder son Bong 
Rongphar became the king of Mikir kingdom. During his reign 
there was noteworthy incident. At that time Thong Teron (nokbe) 
had attained the age of adolescent. He was a hero and warrior 
too, but he was represented for the Khasi people as he became 
the general of the Jaintia king. During the reign of Bong 
Rongphar there was three contemporary heroes namely Thong 
Teron, Jabera Timung and Amri Rongpi. Among of them Zabera 
Timung was very powerful. But he had considered Thong Teron 
more powerful than him. Three heroes lived in different places. 
Thong Teron lived at Timung village bordering Jaintia kingdom, 
and therefore the Jaintia people used to call the place Jung thong 
or Chinthong. Amri lived at Norteng also bordering Jaintia 
kingdom. Zabera Timung lived on the bank of river Kopili. The 
real name of Zabera Timung was Rongbong. They were also used 
to call themselves 4 ser akorte '. Literally this meant three golden 
brothers. They used to work together. One day the Mikir people 
gathered at a place on the sand dune of Kopili so-called sangtimili 
and held there a meeting where publicly declared heroic of three 
brothers. The place is now popularly known as ‘Recho mili’. 
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BIRTH OF THONG TERON NOKBE: A HERO: 

Thong Teron was a national hero of the Mikirs. The name 
of his father was On Teron and mother’s name was Karik Kropi. 
His parents was accompanying with Rongpharpi Rongbe in the 
time of incident. They were crossed the river Kopili according 
to some legends they crossed the river Karbi lankpi. However, 
On Teron and Karik Kropi crossed the river and settled at Kill¬ 
ing longri of the Jaintia kingdom with Rongpharpi Rongbe. There 
was the myth behind birth of Thong nokbe. 

In one fine morning Karik Kropi went to the river bank 
with her bamboo pails to fetch drinking water from the river. 
When she was returning from the river bank suddenly came 
across a big pythone. The reptile was coiled around a tree. After 
seeing the big pythone she became terrified and ran away from 
the place. But the reptile had forbaded her not to run away from 
the place. And she came nearer to the pythone that coiling around 
the tree. After a while, the serpent began to wrap her whole body 
and his tail was ejecting to the sex organ of Karik Kropi and in 
that way the sexual intercourse between the reptile and her took 
place. Thereafter, the pythone told her, “Right from today we 
has already married each other and to night itself cohabitation 
cannot take place with On Teron till the birth of a child. And the 
name of the child should be as Thong Teron. Karik Kropi re¬ 
turned her home with the bamboo pails and arrived at her home. 
At night she told her husband about the incident from beginning 
to end. After hearing it On Teron also agreed upon not to 
cohabitate with her till the birth of the child. After few months 
elapsed Karik gave birth of a male child. And six months later 
the name of the child was given as Thong Teron. The Mikir people 
believed that Thong was offspring of the Pythone, the Deity of 
Kiling Longri. And till today pythons and turtles are found abun¬ 
dantly in the Killing Longri. After birth of Thong Teron the fam¬ 
ily of On Teron was hailed from Killing Longri and settled in 
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the Chinthong Longri. So, the Jaintia people used to call the 
place as Jung Thong means domiciling place of Thong Teron. 

During the reign of Bon or Bong Rongphar there took 
place skirmish between the Mikirs and Jaintias. The Jaintia king 
had ordered his people to clear jungle path between the village 
of the Jaintias and Mikirs for the communication. It had to clear 
every year. The work was started from Jaintiapur to the place 
where the Mikir people predominantly settled in the kingdom 
with the intention to extend its territory. It was compulsory for 
the people living in the kingdom of irrespective of caste, creed 
and religion to co-operate to the social work of the king. The 
Jaintia king had also promulgated an ordinance to effect for 
counting of number of the workers of both the Jaintias and the 
Mikir people every day because of the requirement of the equal 
number of the workers. When the two group of workers met in 
the fixed place, they would be counted the number of the 
workers. They had started the work from their own side. While 
they were clearing jur. gle ended for the day, the Jaintias had taken 
the bance as for counting every day. In the time of counting 
they used the number wi, ar and leh (one, two, and three) with 
the sharp edge of dao in hands and struckell slightly on the 
forehead of the person who fell serial number twenty. In that 
way they injured many workers of the Mikirs and even took their 
lives. But the Mikirs did not dare to go against them for the fear 
of dire consequences as there was none to protect them from 
onslaught of the Jaintias. Thong Nokbe was at the village, but he 
was not grown up yet an adult. So his parents On Teron and Karik 
Kropi did not allow him to take part in that social work of the 
king. The incident that took place in the kingdom was spreading 
out quickly like wild fire and heeded the ears of Thong Teron 
and also the Jaintia king. So he could not sleep well that very 
night, when the incident was taking place. 

The alarming situation arising out of the incident had 
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compelled him to determine to take part in the social work 
notwithstanding the advice of his parents not to take part of it. 
However, on the next day the Mikir workers as usual went to the 
site under the leadership of Thong Teron, and as before the Jaintia 
workers began to count the attendance of the workers after ended 
the work for the day. They counted the number of the workers 
from the line of the Mikir workers and then to Khasi workers. 
But that very day Thong Teron himself interfered them who 
happened to be present there. He began to count the number of 
the Khasi workers one by one injuring their foreheads with the 
help of sharp edge of weapon in hand and at last killed one by 
one beheading their heads. It was also spreading out the kingdom, 
and heeded the ears of the Jaintia king. Thereafter, as it vengean 
the soldiers of the Jaintia king fell upon the Mikir people and 
took many lives of them, and later Thong Teron was captured, 
and taken away by the soldiers to Jaintiapur, the capital of the 
kingdom. And as appeasement of the incident the king appointed 
him to the post of the General of the Royal army. 

The place where the incident took place is now a day 
known as ‘Armu lakha arleng' in Mikir. Literally ‘Armu’ means 
number of people, ‘lakha’ means counting and ‘arleng’ means 
steep hilly path. The place is believed to be located to Donghap, 
Dengaon, and Duar baboni mouza. 

“The place where Thong Teron died was known as Malong 
siling. The place is believed to be present Jatinga of North 
Cachar Hills. The king whom lengthened intimacy with Thong 
Teron was Bon Rongphar. According to some people Synteng 
Ray or Yasha Manik (1605 A.D. - 1625 A.D.). Thong Teron was 
under Him.” 

Dr. Hamlet Bareh in his book “The history and culture of 
Khasi people” mentioned the name of SajarNangli and he was 
not belonging to Jaintia tribe and a hero. It was a simile with the 
handi-work and achievement of Thong Teron with Sajar Nangli’s

evacuation furnishes us glimpses on the internal history, an 
evacuation inside the kingdom. Sajar Nangli had no happy 
relations with seven Dolois against him took the option of leaving 
Jaintia for North Cachar Hills. Traces of his journey are still 
seen. A curving of Rhinoceros at Nangkicl is said to have been 
dug by his men, each man digging the soil with the tails of his 
bow, removing the lum of the soil by quiver, till by the operation 
of large number of men, the lake formed. The foot prints of 
Sajar are seen near Wahjajer in stone curving. Tradition in 
particular point out to a multitude of his followers. 

Sajar thus, with his followers abandoned their home land 
for North Cachar Hills, corresponding evidence is found. Thus, 
500 years since the younger brother of the then reigning Rajah 
of the Jaintia became an armoured of his niece, and forcibly 
seizing her, he fled with some followers from Jaintia to Dimapur 
then the residence of Kachari Rajah, but his brother having sent 
out a large forces to capture him fled to the hills in vicinity to 
Dimapur, now known as Angami Hills, and being accompanied 
by several Kacharis as well as his own followers permanently 
established there and from this colony across the powerful tribe 
of the Angami Nagas. The Angami Naga women to this day 
adhered to a particular manner of wearing the cloth tied each 
over the shouldered adopted by the Jaintia women on the frontier. 

Another statement says, “A Khorungma there is Sajar 
Nangli’s fort. A deep ditch running into it and a small lake in the 
middle. Here remaining one foundation which was Sajar’s 
dwelling and the Kuki called it, the house of the Rajah”. There 
is some fortress built by one Lamjir who placed a big stone at 
Jaintiapur. Lamjir is probably a name for Sajar Nangli, the great 
famous general of the Jaintiapur. 

He (Sajar) after some years intermixed with Nagas 
women and afterwards became a N aga as told by the Kukis. This 
is corroborated by the Nagas who say that a Khasi Rajah and his 


followers were married Nagas women and became Naga. This 
is only trace of Sajar Nangli when he fled from the Jaintia Hills 
to the North Cachar Hills and afterwards nobody knows where 
he and his followers settled for their lives. A local tradition says 
that he went as far as Burma (Myanmar), on the way he and his 
men sowed seeds of nine trees of such pines now being seen in 
the Naga and Manipur Hills stretching to Burma. The incident 
took place c 00 years ago. The tradition describing the proposed 
Jaintia military campaign against Dimapur for restoring a rebel 
cannot be neglected probably Sajar was involved in the Kachari- 
Jaintia animosities. Local stories speak of Sajar’s noble and 
conduct yet states that Sajar Nangli betrayed his country. In fact 
was that he entered into an alliance with the Kachari ruler and 
sheltered by him. Sajar Nangli was renowned as sculptor and 
builder. The people assumed that he was a founder of human 
sacrifice to Klopli present Kopili river. The story corroborated 
the Kachari-Jaintia rivalries which took place more than 500 
years ago Sajar’s evacuation of Jaintia Hills is memorable. 

Deodhai Ahom Buranjee wrote, “There was a valorous 
warrior named Thong nokbe who successfully nested the attack 
of Mahamedan invasion.” It is worthwhile to mention here that 
the Mahamedan invasion was made during the reign of Jayadhvaj 
Singha, the Ahom king. At that time the Mughal Emperor of Delhi 
was Shah Jahan and he approinted Mirjumlah the Governor of 
Bengal. The Emperor of Delhi sent an expedition under the 
leadership of Mirjumlah on 4 January, 1662 against the Ahom 
king. And the invasion was concluded by a treaty on 9 January, 
1663 and Jayadhvaj Singha was agreed on the following terms 

1. Jayadhvaj Singha was to send a daughter the Emperial 
herem. 

2. Twenty thousand tolas of gold six times this of silver 
and forty elephants to be made over at once. 

3. Three hundred tolas of silver and ninety elephants to be

supplied within twelve months. 

4. Six sons of the Chief nobles to be hostage pending 
compliance with the last mentioned condition. 

5. Twenty elephants to be supplied annually. 

6. The country west of Boraili river on the north bank of 
Brahmaputra and to the Kolong river to the south to be 
ceded to the Emperor Delhi. 

7. As the prisoners and the family of Baduli Phukan to be 
given up. (The history of Assam) 

THE KING OF GHILANI (BORTHOI): 

Aftermath of the skirmish between the Mikirs and Jaintias 
Thong Teron became the General of the Royal army of the Jaintia 
kingdom. One day Thong Teron was ordered by the Jaintia king 
to attack the king of Ghilani. There was a brave king named Recho 
ikpo whom Bijoy Manik, the Jaintia king could not defeat him. 
Thong Teron led an expedition and killed the king of Ghilani. 
Thong Teron knew well about the bravery of the king. So, he 
attacked the kingdom at midnight while he was sleeping. 
However, Recho ikpo was killed in the hand of Thong Teron and 
Jaintia king had been extended his dominion upto Ghilani. 

THE WAR BETWEEN THE JAINTIA AND KACHARI 
KINGS: 

There was no good diplomatic relation between the king 
of the neighbouring Kachari and Jaintia kingdoms. So the Jaintia 
king sent an expedition to conquer neighbouring Kachari 
kingdom under the Generalship of Thong Teron. At that time 
Kachari king was Detsung. 

During the Generalship ofThong nokbe there took place 
another incident in the kingdom. It had loggerhead with the 
Kachari, and the Jaintia king had an ambition to extend the 
territory of his kingdom. In order io succeed his ambition he 
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ordered Thong Teron to conquer neighbouring Kachari kingdom. 
Thong Teron, the General was very much loved by the Jaintia 
king. But looked down upon him by the soldiers under his 
command. In order to carry out the order of the king he led an 
expedition to conquer the kingdom. On their way to conquer 
the kachari kingdom his soldiers had plotted conspiracy to kill 
him. It was mango season. The ripe mango fruits were found 
abundant in the forest to their way of the expedition. The soldiers 
were pretended to be very much like to eat mango fruits and 
they requested Thong Teron their General who did not know the 
real intention of his soldiers. However, he climbed up the mango 
tree to procure its fruits for his soldiers. While he was on the 
mango tree they began to fall upon him with spears and arrows 
etc. in their hands and Thong Teron also fought the last fight 
with the branches of the mango tree and killed many of them. 
Alas! Thong Teron was killed by his own soldiers and his corpse 
was fallen down from the mango tree. Thereafter, the soldiers 
had beheaded his head and brought to Jaintiapur, the capital of 
the kingdom. When the dead body of the General had reached 
Jaintiapur the soldiers teared the crocodile tears before the king 
and lamented for the death of their General and told the king, 
“Alas! Our General is no more. He was killed by the Kachari 
king. It is his head”. But the king could not believe at all. He 
knew well about the bravery of Thong Teron. However, the king 
was full of sorrow and melancholy for the death of his faithful 
general. He was purflexing for the dead of the General. 

At last the king ordered his subjects to arrange for the 
funeral of Thong Teron in the capital to consign the mortal 
remains to the flaming fire. Accordingly, the corpse of the 
General was brought to the burning place for the last rite. It is 
believed by the Mikir people that the king himself killed many 
soldiers on the occasion of funeral pyre by throwing them one 
by one to the flaming fire saying that they would be your slaves 



on abode out of anguish. It was the first festival of its kind. So 
the older people of the Mikir society would like to opine that 
the present ‘Chomkan ’ festival of the society was brought from 
the word ‘Chomang kan \ Literally, ‘Chomang ’ means Khasi 
and ‘kan’ means dance in Mikir. So it can be ascertained that the 
present < chomkan ' is the corrupted word of ‘chomangkan 

However, it is meant for the death people for the peace 
living on abode. It is generally, retold by the people of the Mikir 
society that the Kachari king was more powerful than Thong 
nokbe. He knew well about the biavery of the Kachari king. He 
used to live at a place surrounded by thorny wild bamboo. Thong 
Teron entered the place in the guised of a squirrel and when he 
entered in to it he informed the king by calling the tune of 
squirrel and the king also well coming him saying, that “I know 
your pretension”. 

CHESONG KIRI PO, A GOOD FARMER: 

During the reign of Bon Rongphar there was a rich man 
named Chesong kiripo. He lived at a place between the valley of 
Am-ih and Amreng rivers of Kiling Longri in the west Karbi 
Anglong, but his native village was Nokbare longri now on the 
bank of river called lank vorik and cultivated the paddy on the 
hills on the bank of Am-ih river. At present the hill is known as 
Chesong Anglong meant Chesong hill. 

Onsong Terang was the son c f Susong Terang and Chesong 
kiripo was the son of Onsong Terang. He had two children namely 
Vaisong Terang and Kajek Terangpi. She married with Jeksai 
Engti, a hero. Chesong kiripo was a rich man of that time who 
had cultivated paddy with his six brothers collectively. They had 
dedicated to their cultivation, and as a result of which a good 
quantity of paddy had been produced every year. The people of 
that time used to say that the quantity of the immature grains 
were so large that there was no place to keep it, and those were 
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thrown to the Am-ih river by which became as big as a hill. 
Therefore, it is now called Phe-ek Anglong which means hill 
of the immature grains. 

Chesong kiripo was a rich man, but kind hearted man. 
And he used to help his neighbours in the leany season. The 
Jaintia traders halted at his house when they came to sell their 
ornaments and home need in the Mikir villages. One day Chesong 
Terang ordered them to make gold ornament called ‘manduli ’ 
which size would be as the size of a pumpkin and its length would 
be half the height of human being. The Khasi traders returned 
to their country. They made gold ornament there as ordered 
by Chesong kiripo. After making the gold ornament they 
came to the house of Chesong kiripo with the ornament. They 
told Chesong, “The value of the ornament is Rs.2,00,000.00 only. 
If you fail to purchase it you will be arrested and brought to the 
court of the Jaintia king.” This situation had jeopardized Chesong 
kiripo and his relatives. However he did not refuse to purchase 
it, but only told them that he would collect money and required 
for two days time, and also told them that he himself would go 
to the king to purchase it from him.” 

In the evening he called all the relatives to discuss about 
the matter of money collection. And Chesong kiripo had failed 
to collect money not more than Rs. 1 lakh. He had clandestinely 
decided that he would commit suicide in the morning instead of 
facing dire consequence from the Jaintia king. In the next 
morning he went to the paddy field and pretended to be making 
the heap of the paddy in the intoxicition and fell down from 20 
feet high above of the paddy pile. He died on the spot. The news 
of the incident reached to the ears of the Jaintia king. Hearing 
it, the king sent an expedition to capture the relatives of Chesong 
kiripo, and they had captured Vaisong of his son, and brought to 
Jaitiapur and later kept him in captivity. 
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RORPU RONGPHAR (1587 A.D.-1607 A.D.): 

After the death of Bon or Bong Rongphar his elder 
brother Borpo or Borpu Rongphar became the king of the 
Mikirs. At that time the contemporary Jaintia king was Pratap 
Ray. Borpu Rongphar had two daughters and a son named Borbi 
Rongphar. Kave Rongpharpi was his elder daughter and Kache 
Rongpharpi was the second daughter. 

THE TRANSITION OF KINGSHIP FROM RONGPHAR 
CLAN TO RONGHANG CLAN: 

Kave Rongpharpi his elder daughter married to Har 
Ronghang, the ejang clan and Kache Rongpharpi was married 
with Sar Ingleng or Ingleng Medangpo, Engti clan. He had always 
thought that he would be the ruler of Ronghang Longri after 
death of his father-in-law. But his hope was despaired by the 
bom of a son Borpu Rongphar named Borbi Rongphar who 
would inherit father’s position at last period. Therefore, Medang 
Ingleng made up his mind to kill the child Borbi Rongphar at 
any moment. 

In such juncture, Borpu Rongphar asked his son-in-law 
to construct a bund on the Umtili river for fishery. He 
accordingly done the bund over the river, but it was not stable. 
And he thought a sacrifice should be made for it. One day he 
took the boy clandestinely to the work site and killed him. The 
dead body was buried there at the surface of it. The matter was 
concealed and so secret that nobody knew about it, except his 
wife Kache Rongpharpi. Borpu Rongphar and other had searched 
out the boy but could not find it. And at last he learnt from 
somebody that he was killed and buried under the bund of Umtili 
river. He took the corpre from the river and funeral ceremony 
was performed there. 

When Sar Ingleng had heard the news he determined to 
kill Har Ronghang as he would inherit the kingship from his 
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father-in-law. So he went out to Toino king, neighbouring 
kingdom for help. But before going out for help he tactfully 
hung over a ‘kube ' so-called the handle of hoe on the road 
towards Ronghang village as an indication for the intruders just 
at the turning point of the village road. Sar Ingleng directed the 
soldiers to follow the road on which a hoe was hanging to plunder 
the whole village. But the clever Har Ronghang had removed 
the hoe during his absence from the village and fixed up to the 
road leading towards Ingleng village. According to the indication 
the intruders had killed all the people of Ingleng village. Medang 
Ingleng came later and went straight to his village, and found 
that all men, women and children were killed and properties also 
destroyed. He thought that his wife and sons were also killed 
but they were saved because they were absent in the village during 
attack of the intruders. He saw the ruinous scene for which he 
had repented for his own inhuman act and ultimately led his 
suicide. Aftermath of the skirmish the couple had no intention 
to rule over his subjects in distress. So he had abdicated the 
kingship to his son-in-law Har Ronghang. It is believed by the 
Mikir people that Borpu Rongphar who left the kingdom later 
became the king of the Jaintia kingdom. Dr. Hamlet Bareh in his 
book “The history and culture of the Khasi people” wrote, “Once 
there was no male heir to become the Shyiem of Jaintia kingdom. 
Therefore, twelve kurs were deputing appointing Laksmi 
Narayan (1663A.D.-1697A.D.), a foreign descendant, the Jaintia 
Shyiem”. 

VE.JENG HANSE AND THANGLONG TIMUNG, 
CONSPIRATORS: 

Vejeng Hanse and Thanglong Timung were two Mkirs 
chiefs. They were ploted conspiracy to kill Sot recho believed 
to be the first Mikir king. Latterly they were called Vejeng- 
Thanglong which was their combination name. 
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Thanglong Miji was sometime Hot asar so-called 
protector of the territorial state of Jiroi present East Karbi 
Anglong. Therefore, the name of the region named after him, 
and called ‘Thanglong adhapplang’ located to present Rajapathar 
area. The capital of the kingdom was ‘Rongteplong’, and its 
boundary was made the bank fortification with big and deep 
trenches and wall around it. The Hot asar Thanglong Miji had a 
son named Thoikiri Rongphar (Timung). He was debonair, strong 
and dynamic young boy. From his childhood he had possessed 
the genious to be a king of the territorial state of Jiroi. 

After becoming of the Hot asar he married with Kasuma 
the daughter of the king of Hajong Kachari and made diplomatic 
relation with the Kachari king by nuptial ties. After passing of 
few years his conjugal life, Hajong Kachari king had declared 
Thoikiri Timung to be his legal heir of the kingdom. He had 
endowed with huge properties and ruled over his subjects with 
name of Hajong Kachari his father-in-law. In his later life, Hot 
asar was dedicated to the philosophy of black magic and witchery 
and its influence he did not love his wife as before. As monument 
of his sage life there still seen a half buried rock at east 
Rajapathar and the place is now popularly known as ‘Silputa’ in 
Assamese. Moreover, he had renounced the splendour royal 
life and lost the confident of his queen Kasuma. This character 
of Thoikiri Timung had been jeopardized the life of his wife. In 
course of time, she had maligned with the king and decided to 
fall upon Rongteplong its capital with the help of her relatives. 
She herself involved in the conspiracy and transferred all the 
weapons clandestinely to the hands of her relatives. 

One day Kasuma, the queen was being transferred the 
weapons, and at that moment he himself red handed her 
unpatriotic act. This nefarious act on the part of the queen had 
enraged Thoikiri Timung and he cut the hair of Kasuma with a 
sword and she fled from the palace towards Jamuna river to kill 
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herself by jumping in to the river She was killed by the king on 
tank of a pond and since then the place has been known as 
Kasumari in Assamese. 

F AR POKKANG L1NDOK RONGHANG (3608AJ3-1630AJ).): 

After Borpu Rongphar his son-in-law Har Ronghang 
became the king of the Mikir kingdom. He was belonged to Ejang 
clan, and he was popularly called Har Pokkang Ronghang. After 
becoming the king a few years he lost his wife Kache Rongpharpi 
and remarried the widow of Sar or Medang Ingleng and adopted 
Vodengsiri Ingleng as his son. Since then in the Mikir society it 
has been forbidden for nuptial relation between Ronghang and 
Ingleng clans. It has been treated as same blood and brother and 
sister too. But Vodergsiri Ingleng had inherited the character 
and behaviour of his father who came along with his mother and 
stayed with Har Ronghang his step-father. At that time the 
contemporary Jaintia king was Jasa Manik. Har Ronghang once 
was suffering from fever and there was no place for treatment 
at Socheng. So the Jaintia king took him to Jaintiapur for 
treatment. During his absence in the kingdom his adopted son 
Vodengsiri Ingleng took the responsibility of the administration 
of the kingdom. 

KHANALONG: 

Khanalong was the faithful noble of Har Lindok 
Ronghang. After one year treatment in the Jaintia kingdom the 
disease of the king was gradually cured, and sent a messenger, 
Khanalong from Jaintiapur to Socheng to inform about the 
recovery of the king from the disease and also early return of 
the king to Socheng. So, Jasa Manik, the Jaintia king told 
him in Jaintia language, “Khano noh moh ” to deliver the 
message to Socheng. 

His adopted son, Vodengsiri heard about the returning of 
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Har Pokkang Ronghang, the king from Jaintiapur to Socheng. 
He thought to kill his step father; however he had reached to the 
capital safely. It was a secret plan of Vodengsiri to kill the king 
on the way. 

RENGTUNG BASIKOH: 

Rengtung Basikoh was married with the sister of Har 
Lindok Ronghang. He had learnt about the secret plan of 
Vodengiri. Therefore, he went to Jaintiapur and informed Har 
Pokkang Ronghang and even the Jaintia king about the conspiracy 
of Vodengsiri to kill him. So, the j aintr king felt the necessity 
for the safety of Har Pokkang Ronghang and he allowed his 
soldiers to accompany with Rengtungphura. And for rendering 
good service for the safety of Har Pokkang Ronghang, the Jaintia 
had awarded Rengtung Phura with the tittle of Basikoh. 

CHERUNG BELOTHON: 

It was the symbol of peace and integrity between the 
Jaintias and Mikirs that unanimously decided to perform worship 
to Si-ing with joint subscription for the worship. They-goat 
which was essence for the worship would be procured by the 
Mikir king. So, Cherung bilo thon was the symbol of integrity 
and co-operation of the two kings for both kingdoms. Har 
Pokkang Ronghang was called as ‘£ ipengka’ by the people of 
Jaintia kingdom. 

“Niso Sipengka senglong, 

Kethe Janta (Jaintia) pen vangbon 
Jantapur pen ser anghoi kelong 
Sochengke pat arong thirklong 
Torte pat arih nong nong’\ 

SUMMARY OF THE FOLK SONG: 

Har Pokkang made good diplomatic relation. So, he had 
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inherited the power of the king from Jasa Manik who took the 
responsibility of his treatment. The Jaintia king Jasa Manik knew 
well about the internal enmity of the kingdom. So he sent 12 
(twelve) number of soldiers with Har Pokkang Ronghang for 
his security. The king reached to the capital safely. He as 
reciprocation the soldiers were allowed to stay in the capital 
for two years. They also made fortresses etc.in the capital as 
preventive measure for the security of the Mikir kingdom. They 
even worshipped the God ‘Sai Langdoh ' and ‘Bhoi Thelen ' so- 
called God of the king and villages for the security of the king. 
Later the soldiers appointed Vodengsiri Ingleng as Bor Miji the 
regent king of the kingdom. 

LANGDOH PATOBAN LINDOK RONGHANG (1631 A.D.- 
1646 A.D.): 

After death of Har Pokkang Ronghang his closed relative 
and his deputy became the king of the Mikir kingdom. He had 
been associated with the king in the field of administration. 

THE FIRST EVER INTRODUCTION OF THE SYSTEM OF 
JTRKEDAM: 

During the reign of Langdoh Patoban Lindok Ronghang, 
the system of Jir Kedam so-called collective Jhuming of the 
youths was started in the kingdom. In that Jir Kedam, LongTeron 
was the Klengsarpo, chief of the youths in the Jirtum. On the 
other hand ‘Longdili Terang’ was a noble of the king. So he was 
called Long Dili, literally ‘Dili’ meant noble in Mikir. He was 
a widower. During the time of Jir Kedam, Long Teron and 
Ha-i Ronghangpi were felt in love each other and informally 
married and stayed in the house of Sai Ronghang the father of 
Ha-i Ronghangpi. She was the daughter of Sai Ronghang and an 
inhabitant of Amtarpeng outskirt of the capital in Jiroi. After 
few years of their married life a child was bom to Ha-i. 
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Santangpo a Khasi business man with his collegues used 
to stay in the house of Sai Ronghang at Amtarpeng when they 
came to sell their ornaments and home need in the Mikir 
villages. So it was the duty of Ha-i Ronghangpi to arrange food 
and lodging for the Jaintia traders as hospitality. Sometimes they 
used to halt there months together. It was her routine duty to 
take care of them. It was impossible for her to take care of them 
for months together. 

So, one day Ha-i had directly offended to provide food 
and lodging for them and Jaintia traders were also minded it for 
the behaviour of Ha-i Ronghangpi. When they returned to their 
country on the way they maligned with her and gave 
misinformation to Longdili, a noble of the king about the beauty 
of Ha-i. Hearing about it Longdili sent a messenger to Amtarpeng 
in Jiroi to confirm about it. He however received the same 
relevation from the messenger as received earlier from the 
Jaintia traders. Longdili was very much impressed upon the 
beauty of Ha-i Ronghangpi who had happened to be a widower. 

After a month getting information Longdili Terang came 
to Amtarpeng with a bridal party for marriage with her. However 
it was an illegal marriage. During the marriage ceremony 
Long Teron was compelled by Ha-i Ronghangpi to accompany 
with the bridal party. At first he was refused to accompany 
with it, however by the request of Ha-i his wife at last took part 
in the procession towards Umrasi river and gradually crossed 
the river. A foot print of Ha-i Rongphangpi had impressed on 
the soft soil of Umrasi river. Long Teron on the way thought 
that the foot prints of her would give him relief of sigh from 
sorrow while he returning from Socheng. Long Teron was 
walking around the foot prints of her, and doing that he was left 
far behind, so Ha-i Ronghangpi asked him the reason of late and 
Long Teron told her in detailed descriptions. Then she was 
striken by grief and tears rolled down from her eyes. 
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When they reached Socheng Ha-i Ronghangpi was 
warmly received by the women folk of Socheng and Long Teron 
alone was forbidden to step up the stilt house of Longdili Terang. 

On the next morning he was driven out by the youths of 
Socheng and Long Teron fled away with his son from the back 
door of the house out of fear. He ran up to Umrasi river and halt 
there a while where the memorable foot prints of her were there. 
Long Teron took a little clay from the foot prints of Ha-i and 
kept it on his chest for relieving his sorrow and humiliation. 
Ha-i Ronghangpi died a few days back and Long Teron also died 
three days later of her death. The death of the couple had a grear 
impression of the pathetic love story in the every heart of the 
Mikir people of that time. This incident of the divine love story 
of Long Teron and Ha-i Ronghangpi was taken place during the 
reign of Langdoh Patoban Lindok Ronghang. Before her death 
she had vowed not to bom again as human being in this world. 
So till today her name Ha-i Ronghangpi is not heard in the Mikir 
society. The people of the kingdom of that time had been 
attributed to the king for the premature death of Ha-i and Long 
Teron due to his failure of the administration. 

MAI LINDOK RONGHANG (1648 A.D.-1659 A.D.): 

After death of Langdoh Patoban Lindok Ronghang his 
son Mai Lindok Ronghang became the king of the Mikir 
kingdom. During his reign the contemporary Ahom, Jaintia and 
Kachari kings were Jayadhvaj Singh, the Kachari king was Protap 
Narayan and the Jaintia king was Jasamanta Roy. The king gave 
the important of an incentive cultivation of paddy as livelihood 
of the kingdom. So, he encouraged the people to organize 
Jirsong in every village of the kingdom. In that way the king had 
encouraged his people in the field of cultivation. And as a result 
Milikdum and Sir Kangnep became rich men of his kingdom. 
The name of Milikdum was synonymous with ‘Aru ongchingdi ’ 
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which meant mass cultivation of paddy in the field in unision. 

THE MIKIRS CAME UNDER THE AHOM DOMINION: 

The Mikirs came in contact with the Ahom in 17 th century 
in the middle period of the reign of Jayadhvaj Singha (1648 A.D.- 
1663 A.D.). There was good relation and no enimity between 
them. The Mikirs entered the dominion of the Ahom wrote Dr. 
Lakhi Devi in her research papers “Ahom Tribal Relations”. It 
appears that the Mikirs migrated into the Ahom territory about 
the beginning of 17 th century; but they came to the notice of the 
Ahoms about the middle of the century. The eastward expansion 
of the Ahom kingdom towards the direction of the Kachari 
kingdom probably led to the driving out of the Mikirs from their 
original habitat in low hills of the North Cachar Hills forming 
afterwards part ofTularam Senapati’s country. That they came 
to the Ahom kingdom from Khasi & Jaintia Hills it 
proved by the existence of the matriarchal system in the 
country mentioned by them and which system is still vogue 
in Khasi & Jaintia Hills. Further, the Mikir tradition refers 
to the existence of Rohiyal Baruah, the Ahom Governor of Roha. 
But that post was created first during the reign of the king Protap 
Singh at (1603 A.D.-1641 A.D.) though the course, the Ahom 
kingdom had extended upto Kajalimukh, north of Kolong river, 
during the reign of the king Suhumung, the Dihingia (1497- 
1539). 

Sir Charles Lyall in his book ‘The Mikirs’ wrote, “Being 
harassed by warfare between Khasi (or Synteng) Chiefs they 
resolved to move into Ahom territory, and sent emissaries to 
claim protection from the Ahom Governor of Roha most 
probably Rohiyal Baruah. These unfortunate persons, being 
unable to make themselve understood, were straight way buried 
alive in the embankment of a tank which the Governor was 
excavating. The hostilities which ensued were concluded by an 
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embassy to the king himself in Sibsagar, and the Mikirs have 
ever since been living peacefully in the territory assigned to 
them. Gradually the valley of Kopili also came under Ahom 
occupation. On the other hand, it is also equal true that the Mikirs 
came to settle in their present habitat in Nowgaong district 
before the reign of Jayadhvaj Singha. Because the Ahom Officer, 
on their visit to the Mikir Hills, found villages with active 
settlements. Considering all these factors it may be concluded 
that the Mikirs migrated into the Ahom kingdom in the early 
part of 17 th centun that they settled down in their present habitat 
in Nowgaong district without the permission of the Ahom king. 
But subsequently, when they came in contact with Ahoms, the 
latter received them kindly and allowed to live within Ahom 
kindom, apparently on condition of paying annual tributes to 
the Ahom king.” 

THE RELATION BETWEEN THE AHOMS AND THE 
MIKIRS: 

Tradition refers to the existence of Rohiyal Baruah, the D r . 
Surjya Kumar Bhuyan in his ‘Anglo-Assamese relations’ 
“complete subjugation of any of the tribes and annexation of 

their territories to the Ahom kingdom was river.by the 

rulers, for such attempts would make the tribes recede further 
into and back wood and conquerors would find themselves 
masters of unpeople hills and forests. The Ahom policy stated 
in plain words would come to something like this consolidate 
these tribes by comprising to them their necessaries as far as 
possible.” 

According to Edward stack and Sir Charles Lyall, “They are mild, 
unwar like people, and are said to have given up the use to arms 
when they placed themselves under the protection of the Ahom 
kings.” 

Dr. Lakhi Devi wrote this pacific manner in which the 
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Ahoms treated the Mikirs helped in establishing peaceful 
relations between the Ahoms and the Mikirs. The Mikirs did 
never break their terms with the Ahoms, only one occasion when 
they withheld the payment of annual tributes to the Ahom king 
in the reign of Rajeswar Singha (1751 A.D.-1769 A.D.). This 
time also they were soon come to terms with the Ahoms. Unlike 
other tribes who were rapacious nature and who committed raids 
within Ahom territory, the Mikirs did never commit any raid. 
The Mikirs practically gave no trouble to the rulers (Ahoms tribal 
relations, 1968). 

WAR WITHTHE KACHARIS: 

When the Mikir people settled in the area surrounding 
of present Dimapur one Basa Kiding became powerful among 
the Mikirs. Basa Kiding literally meant tail chief; after all he 
was a tall figure man. He was popularly called ‘Brisokaida’. 

Brisokaida was a very powerful ahoi asar (king) within a 
short period and he had extended his kingdom to the west upto 
Kuleng, Rongteplong, Amam Rongman and Rokdak etc. And thus 
Brisokaida had established his Hayong-Dumra kingdom. He 
made the Singhason Porbot the dismain seat of administration. 
Till today the ruins of his administrative Town can be seen around 
the Singhason porbot of the kingdom. 

The last group of the Mikir people the Hayong-Dumra 
kingdom was ruled by Sar Bangthe, Thousands of houses of the 
Mikirs were in Hayong-Dumra. Sar Bangthe meant huge figure 
Chief. The groups of the Mikirs were as a whole called ‘donsuri ’ 
or ‘recho donsuri ’. It was from this word ‘donsuri’ that present 
Dhansiri has been derived. The Chief of recho donsuri, Sar 
Bangthe was killed in a battle with the Kacharis. 

The kachari king and Mr. David Scott, the agent of the 
East India Company by an order divided the kachari kingdom 
between Gobind Chandra and Tularam Senapati. And also

established a soldier camp (Garod) at Ashalu on 29 July, 1839. 
He got one Havilder and sixteen sepoys in order to guard the 
camp. Aradhan Raijiung was appointed first as Havilder to be 
the protector of the camp. But it was certained that Tularam 
Senapati did not live at Ashalu and instead he lived at Kasomari 
of present Rajapathar which was under his dominion. It was 
presumed that Tularam Senapati did not live at Ashalu because 
the place was not safety for him. Ashalu was the British head 
quarter till 29 July 1839 (The short history of Cachar) 

Barelong Terang also mentioned in his book “The Karbi 
history” the settlement of the Mikir people at Ashalu. 

Shri Nolindra Kumar Burman in the Queens of Kachari 
or Kerembo and the story of Cachar published by the author for 
history and culture research Samity, Barkola, Bijoypur and 
Cachar in 1972. Evidently, they (Kachari) did not come to and 
take this region (Dimapur) easily. They had to encounter the 
earlier settlers, the Mikir people. Ruins of their itinerant 
strongholds that lay scattered places like Rajapathar, Maudonga 
and such other places testified the fact that before they could 
establish their bols stand at Dimapur, they had to subdue and 
subjugate the tribal people of the locality. The traditions as 
maintained by the Dimachha raconteur informs us that the 
number of twenty two groups of the tribal folks, subdued and 
subjugated by the kachari rulers Tiso comes first. This clan of 
the Mikirs, who tops the Dimachha list of the tribals might have 
been in prominence. Terang and Teron them comes as next in 
order. Below are the list of these tribes said to be extract at the 
time of Heremba rule. 

1. Tiso 

2. Terang 

3. Teron 

4. Gungjao 

5. Gunglem 
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Apparently the Mikirs or allied tribes some of these tribes 
might have gone extinct. The Mikir group of denizens first in 
the narrative which testified their prominence over all other 
tribes. Because, prior interruption of the kachari aristocracy, 
the land might have been inhabited by them. Some of them took 
refuge in to the low hills regions, which the rest of them adhered 
to their old moorings and were subjugated by the Hidimabachho 
rulers. Some of these intractable have been extirpated by the 
Dimachaha rulers. 

“The Mikir people were very powerful when they ruled 
the neighboring areas of Dimapur. The name of the present 
Dimapur was derived from the word “Hayong Dumura” 
kingdom.” (The Karbipo’ by Shri Ronghunath Teron) 

MEN LINDOK RONGH ANG (1660 A.D.-1669 A.D.): 

Men Lindok Ronghang became the Mikir king after death 
of Mai Lindok Ronghang. During his reign he tried to establish 
good diplomatic relation and integrity between the Mikirs and 
Jaintias. So he brought and introduced some rituals that belonged 
to Jaintias. And he used to worship the ‘Blai Thelen’ and ‘Blai 
Langdoh’. It was the God of snake and the king respectively. 
Beside the king worshipped to ‘Sansla’ and ‘Pirthat’ so-called 
God of Thunder. The Porthat or Pirthat was at first worshipped 
at the place called ‘Chelok handling’ in the kiling region. 

During Men Lindok Ronghang the Jaintia people used to 
call the Mikir people living in the Kiling area as ‘Kiling Bhoitiri 
Bhoikhang’ meant they had emerged as the first Mikirs. The Khasi 
people used to celebrate ‘Nongkrem dance’ every year. Men 
Lindok Ronghang as imitation of the dance he changed the 
existing dance as Tasa dance’ or ‘nimso kerung’. 

SARPO LINDOK RONGHANG (1670 A.D.-1682 A.D.): 

After death of Men Lindok Ronghang his son Sarpo 
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Lindok Ronghang became the king of the Mikir kingdom. During 
his reign the contemporary Ahom king was Chakradhvaj Singha 
and the Jaintia king was Ram Singha. In his time the people had 
to travel from one place to another place on foot through thick 
forests. So during his reign a memorable incident took place. 

ARHANG LONGJON: 

Arhang Longjon was a mountain valley through which the 
people used to travel on foot through this valley. A man called 
Har Ronghang by name was one day put a trap for traping the 
tigers of the forest in th. evening and subsequently removing it 
in the evening. But one day he had forgotten to remove it, and 
unfortunately some Jaintia people had happened to go to the 
market through this path and one of them was fallen into the 
trap and died on the spot. The news of the incident was spreading 
out the neighbour like wild fire. The culprit, Har Ronghang was 
captured and fined with money. The amount of the fine was equal 
to the weigh of the victim. Since then the place has been known 
as ‘arhang longjon’ in the west Mikir Hills. 

MAIBANG LINDOK RONGHANG-I (1688A.D.-l706A.D.): 

Maibang Lindok Ronghang-I became the king of the 
Mikir kingdom after Sarpo Lindok Ronghang. During his reign 
the contemporary Ahom king was Godadhar Singha and the Jaintia 
king was Ram Singha. Mai Lindok Ronghang-I was a kind hearted 
king towards his subjects, but he failed to control the gangs who 
had been plundered in the Mikir villages. The gang of robbers 
had been existed since the reign of Jasa Manik. Since then the 
robbers had been torturing the people of the region particularly 
in the Mikirs dominated area, it had been mentioned in the book 
‘Sar aluti ' that a mixed of Khasis and Mikirs whom called 
Bhoitiri of the Kiling region was dangerous as mentioned of 
the following stanzas:- 
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“Eh Lank lirta vansan, 

Mikiiju Kabhoi sangtang; 

Mikirle sangtang kacheplang

SUMMARY: 

The people had to take shelter in the cave of Mokhim 
Alongdang to save their lives from torture of Bhoitiri gang. They 
had plundered in the Mikir villages one after another in 
mercilessly. But the Mikir people had no courage to fight against 
them and even did not know the warfare of fighting except fleeing 
and hiding in the forests. In the beginning the gang did not kill 
the woman folk but later they were also not also spared them 
from onslaught of the robbers. So they had to hide in near by 
forest at night and woman had to guard the villages by keeping 
awoke. When frightful sound would be heard then one of the 
women would alarm hiding man for awakening up. During that 
period women used to wear stone necklance on their 
necks covering the whole neck so that they might not be cut at 
a stroke. The children and old women had to be kept in the cave 
like ‘Mokhim alongdang’ and Wanten water falls where 
more thousands of people could take shelter there for safety. 

Mai Lindok Ronghang-I could not do anything against 
the robberies. Vaisong Terang a Mikir national hero heard the 
incident while he was staying with Runam as a slave or captivity 
under the Jaintia king. He could not go anywhere to consult the 
matter with his man. During the reign of Mai Lindok Ronghang- 
I the contemporary Jaintia king was Ram Singha-II. 
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Vaisong Terang was in captivity under the Jaintia king. 
During captivity he trained the Mikir people the tactic of warfare 
and hunting by his inmate. After eight years of captivity he 
became a famous hunter in the region. His name and fame had 
spreaded out the whole kingdom. Hearing the news, the Jaintia 
king sent the nobles to call for Vaisong Terang to stay with the 
king as a royal hunter. Accordingly Vaisong Terang stayed with 
the king and had been provided him with plenty of meat, fishes 
and other necessary things regularly. He bore good moral 
character, bravery, fearlessness, sincerity and obedient for the 
king, queen and even Mirlin the princess had also impressed his 
characters. She was attracted by the fair looking of Vaisong 
Terang and thought to make a life partner with him although she 
was teenage. 

After three years of captivity one day he asked permission 
from the king to go home to see his parents, brothers, sisters 
and relatives, but the real intention was to collect the information 
about the oppression of the robbery of the kingdom. Reaching 
there, he had heard all about the activities of robberies from On 
Bey patiently. And he was filled with anguish and promised his ' 
father to take revenge against them. So he decided not to go 
back to Jaintiapur. He met his uncle’s son Jeksai Engti another 
brave youth and consulted about the plan to fight war. Both of 
them went to Lorchuti an old clever Politician to consult for 
war tactics. 

FIRST WAR WITH JAINTIA, 1691 A.D.: 

During the reign of Lakshmi Naryan, the Jaintia king war 
between the Jaintias and Mikirs took place. Lorchuti had 
encouraged Vaisong and Jeksi Engti with the secret plan of war. 
They both relied on Lorchuit and On Bey and began to provoke 
war plan among the youths. They worked day and night in the 
villages to train the youths of the warfare and told them to make 
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more weapons. They were already prepared for the war and started 
attack on villages of Nongini, Nongplut, Labang and Norteng in 
the month of December, 1691 A.D. The groups of warriors were 
divided into three for three villages and set on fire to the houses 
and they were killed easily by the enemy. By that war the villages 
were completely destroyed during the night. Lakshmi Narayana 
heard the news of war three days later, and thought that who 
would be the main culprit of the annihilation. He sent messengers 
to the king Mai Lindok Ronghang and ordered to enquire about 
the incident and to arrest the culprits. Being received the 
informations the king had consulted with his nobles how to arrest 
the culprit Vaisong Terang. The Mikir king thought about the 
requirement of the soldiers and informed to the Jaintia king and 
also sent Dili another nobles to the king to bring soldiers for 
the purpose of capturing Vaisong Terang. 

Dili a noble returned from Jaintiapur with 50 (fifty) 
number of soldiers and were kept at a camp in the jungle near 
the village. Vaisong Terang and Jeksai Engti the heroes heald at 
midnight, however captured and later Jeksai Engti was let off 
according to Jaintia king. The king received Vaisong Terang and 
also offered a post of captain in the Royal army but he had 
refused to accept it in order to emancipate the Mikir people 
from the slavery under the Jaintia king. The trial was made against 
him on the next day and sentenced him for 12 (twelve) years 
imprisonment, but on the plea of Sumam, the Minister of the 
king had reduced to two year terms from twelve years and fixed 
for eight years of his imprisonment. When Vaisong Terang was 
in prison his beloved Mirlin had frequently visited to him in 
disquised and encouraged him not to die but to see her again for 
the sake of love. However unfortunately she was compelled to 
marry with a Minister’s son and since then they could not meet 
each other to exchange love affairs between them. 

After seven and half years Mirlin returned her parent’s 
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house due to quarrel between the couple as they were childless. 
When she heard that Vaisong Terang would be sacrifice to God 
after eight years of imprisonment. She had advised her mother 
to save Vaisong from the jaw of death and told her mother the 
tactic to save him. 

According to the advice of her mother, Mirlin had learnt 
all the sorceries and became witcraft. Subsequently, she had 
contacted Vaisong Terang several times and told him that he 
would be presented to the sacred place for the sacrificial and he 
should rise up and cried loudly by pointing out towards the 
eastern sky that there were two rising suns. Then the queen and 
princess would extend support by which fact would become true 
in the influence of witcraft. 

The tradition of the race point to the eastern portion 
of the Khasi and Jaintia Hills bordering on Klofli or Kopili 
river where many still remain as their original abode. They 
spoke of this as Nihang, as contradiction to Nilip, the 
Duarbamoni or Nowgaong region where they now inhabit. 

VAISONG TERANG FREED FROM CAPTIVITY, 1700 
A.D.: 

“Nisoke jintajin senglong, 

Vaisong ninai nangjok non 
Vaisong Socheng nanglebon”. 


SUMMARY: 

After eight years long imprisioment Vaisong was freed 
from captivity, during the reign of Laksmi Narayan, the Jaintia 
king. He was brought to the sacred place with croadly steps like 
an animal as compelled to him. When reached there he rose up 
and cried out with loud voices by pointing towards east side. 
Both queen and Mirlin, the princess had immediately extended 
support by pointing towards the eastern sky that there were two 
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suns. Every body of the crowd then saw the two rising suns. In 
the meanwhile, Mirlin and Kateng pushed the children to the 
sacred place and in that way lost the sancity of the place by 
trampling on it, and seeing the situation the priest had declared 
publicly that the sacred place became unholy and so sacrificial 
could not be performed on that day and also within next ten years. 
After acquittal Vaisong Terang stayed there for few weeks and 
then returned home. He learnt at home that the atrocities had 
been continuing as before. However Vaisong came directly from 
Jaintiapur to Socheng. 

SECOND WAR WITH THE JAINTIAS: 

Vaisong Terang was preparing for the war with the Jaintia 
king for the second time. So Vaisong Terang and Jeksai Engti 
were devoting seriously in the organizational of warfare. The 
female warriors and weapons also made available and stored 
them in the store house of arms and ammunitions. The discussion 
was held at Rongthelu, and finalized the plan and tactics of the 
warfare. The first target was fixed to fall upon villages namely 
Nongtung, Nongkharvang, Nongplut, Nongjini, Nongdu, Norteng, 
Chongpung and Nongkirla where the inhabitants were the most 
dangerous for the Mikirs. 

As plan drawn 80 (eighty) warriors were divided into 8 
(eight) groups. The first group was led by the heroes like Vaisong 
Terang, Barik and other groups would be led by the hero like 
Jeksai Engti, Dimi, Tamen, Larta, Sodar, Mikri, Kateng, Rongmi, 
Sangvai, Rengtung, Ruplin, Chibi and Jangmet respectively. Both 
Vaisong and Jeksai had the experience and advantageously 
travelling the surrounding forests of the Jaintia villages and thus 
selected for camping there. 

The female warriors performed duties of cooking food 
and transportation of articles from one place to another places, 
and also to nurse the wounded warriors and taken them to the 
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villages. They also had to collect food stuff from the village, 
the warriors were entrusted to carry heavy things from one place 
to another places. The attack was started on December, 1700 
A.D. and all groups attacked at a time according to war plan. 
Each group of warrior attacked by setting fire to the houses in 
the midnight and destroyed several villages within three days 
and nights. At last the Jaintias and Reliang had surrendered 
brought day light and blocked all routes by the soldiers and thus 
prevented the people of the villages from going out side, and 
were allowed them to come in after seizing all the weapons 
belonged to them. Jeksai Engti ordered the people of the villages 
to surrender immediately with their weapons. 

Mirlin responded and came with weapons to surrender 
before Vaisong Terang. He and Mirlin, the Princess accidentally 
confronted each other remembering their past life and cried a 
loud voice out of grief. She had expressed that she should be 
beheaded immediately, however Vaisong Terang deeply thought 
over the whole situation and finally put forward suggestion to 
the king for a treaty on the condition that the Mikirs should be 
granted a full independent state, otherwise the capital of Jaintia 
kingdom would be devastated within next night. Vaisong Terang 
showed Mirlin the strength of weapons as well as the number of 
the warriors camped there. She had realized the situation and 
thought that it would be caused a great harm to the position of 
her father. Therefore, she herself accompanied with the 
messengers Jeksai and Temen who were sent to the king. When 
they reached there she had explained about the events in detailed 
that consulted the previous day by Vaisong Terang, and requested 
her father to grant independent state for them, as they had 
demanded, otherwise the Jaintia kingdom would be ruined as 
inreaiened considering their strength of weapons and soldiers. 
After hearing the whole problems the king decided to invite five 
ser.: v.: leaders from the Mikir people for arranging the en-teie 
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within two days. Accordingly, five Mikir leaders were sent to 
the king and made treaty between the king and Vaisong Terang. 
The Jaintia king offered an independent state to the Mikir people 
with fixed boundary of the state. Vaisong Terang thus got 
independent state from Jaintia king on 1 st January, 1700 A.D., 
and at that time the contemporary Jaintia king was Ram Singh-II 
and the Ahom king was Rundra Singha. 

After wining independent from the Jaintia king, therefore, 
Vaisong Terang had celebrated for the commemoration as the 
Independent day and it was inaugurated by the king of the Jaintia 
in Socheng Rongbong of the kingdom. Maibang Lindok 
Ronghang had ascended the throne of the Mikir kingdom as 
Independent king. The Mikir king and Jaintia king themselves 
made friendship and promised to extend help each other for the 
wel being of the people of both countries and warfare in near 
future. 

Ram Singh-II, the Jaintia king had gold coated one of 
Vaisong’s teeth as token of friendship and as honour and advised 
him to make similar relationship with the king of the Kacharis 
and that of the Ahoms king at that time. 

After end of the commemoration Mai Lindok Ronghang- 
I had constituted the constituent Assembly with the 
representatives of both youngs and old men of his council for 
the discussion for framing the constitution of the administration 
of the kingdom. The Assembly session was held and different 
of opinion of the officials were cropped up as regards to the 
procedure of the administration. The senior groups were adhered 
to the existing kingship, but the young groups did not agree with 
it, as they wanted to establish socialistic pattern of administration 
in the Mikir kingdom. They could not convince the subject 
matter to each other. In such circumstances both parties created 
serious problem and almost to declare a civil war between the 
faction groups. The old group told the young group to get out 
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from the kingdom and settled in the land of Kopili and Kolong 
valleys where they could be established their own state with the 
proposal of socialistic pattern of administration. Otherwise, they 
could never leave out the power to the youths to act according 
to their own choice in the Mikir kingdom. 

HARLONGPHU LINDOK RONGHANG (1707 A.D.-1715 
A.D.): 

Harlongphu Lindok Ronghang became the king of the 
Mikir kingdom after death of his father, Mai Lindok Ronghang- 

I. During his reign the king of the neighbouring Kachari kingdom 
was Tamradhvaj and the Ahom king was Rudra Singha. There was 
no good diplomatic relation among the neighbouring Kachari 
and Ahom kingdoms. Therefore, Harlongphu Lindok Ronghang 
had appointed Tongklong Miji as hot asar so-called Lieutenant 
Governor one after another to defend hot havar, a territorial state. 

The king in order to ensure smooth functioning of 
administration of the kingdom it had been divided into three 
civil sub-divisions so-called Longri as described beiows - 

1 .Ronghang Longri 

2. Chingthong Longri 

3. Amri Longri 

4. Hot havar. 

1 .RONGHANG LONGRI:

It was believed that Ridem Sar Kangsam was the first Hoi or 
Hot asar as the folk song of the following described as follows:-

SUMMARY OF THE FOLK SONG:- 

It was believed that Ridem Timung was the first ‘ Ahoi’ or 
‘Hot asar of Jiroi’ so-called the protector of the territorial state. 
He went to Socheng Rongbong, the Capital of Ronghang Longri 
to attend the sacrificial feast called "Rongker'. A letter was 
sent to him and entrusted the responsibility to search out scape¬ 
goat so-called ‘Bilo’ for the purpose of sacrifice to Rongker. 
Accordingly, he had searched out the scape goat and one day the 
spouse went to Socheng Rongbong to attend the sacrificial feast 
there. Ridem Timung and his wife Mir Hanjang reached Socheng 
Rongbong. On the next day the king (Lindokpo) of Ronghang 
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Rongbong performed the Rongker. 

The Lindokpo of Socheng Rongbong had appreciated him 
for co-operation for the occasion and agreed upon to abdicate 
the post of Ahoi asar (Liutenant Governor) of Jiroi. In order to 
rule smoothly the Jiroi territorial state so-called ‘ahoi’ havar 
was divided into four administrative segments as described 
below:- 

1 .Nilip ahoi havar 
2.Nihang ahoi havar 
3.Sochan-Dhenta ahoi havar 

4.Lumbajong ahoi havar 

1. NILIPAHOIHAVAR: The present Langmili 

Mouza, Borpathar mouza, Purba Rengma mouza, Duar Bagori 
mouza, Duardikharu mouza and Langlokso mouza were part and 
parcel of Nilip ahoi havar. 

2. NIHANG AHOI HAVAR: The present Borjan mouza, 
Duardisa mouza, Nomati mouza, Hawraghat mouza, Langfer 
mouza and Phuloni mouza were part of Nihang ahoi havar. 

3. SOCHAN-DHENTA AHOI HAVAR: The present Duar 
Salona mouza and Duarbamoni mouza were integral part of the 
Sochan-Dhenta ahoi havar.

KLENGSARPO OR RONGMI LINDOK RONGHANG 
(1743 A.D.-l 757 A.D.): 

Rongmi Lindok Ronghang had ascended the throne of 
the Mikir kingdom in 1743 A.D. and at that time the conterporary 
Ahomking was Siba Singha. Sometime Rongmi Ronghang was 
Klengsarpo, the head of a Jirsong. Therefore, the title of 
‘Klengsarpo’ was being conferred as his name and later became 
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popular with that name in place of Rongmi Lindok Ronghang. 
During his reign a terrible battle had ensued between the Mikirs 
and the Kacharis. However, the Mikirs were defeated by the 
Kacharis and lost a hero from Amri Longri. The king had 
encouraged the people of his kingdom to work hard to grow 
more food production. During his time two festivals had 
celebrated in every year one for sowing season called ‘Ritnong 
Chingdi ’ and other for reaping season so-called 4 sokpam \ Those 
two social functions had founded at first by the king in 1744 
A.D. 

BONGHOM LINDOK RONGHANG-II (1752 A.D.-1766 
A.D.): 

Bonghom Lindok Ronghang-II became the king of the 
Mikirs after death of Klengsarpo Lindok Ronghang. At that time 
the contemporary Ahom king was Rajeswar Singha and Bor Gosai 
was the Jaintia king. 

During his reign there appeared a wild elephant in the 
Rongchecho region and destroyed the houses and killed many 
people of the region.The people of the Rongchecho region could 
not live there because of the menace of the wild elephants and 
left the place and went to other place for shelter. 

Chebhoi Tokbi was the Habe of that region who also ran 
away to Patimoka the outskirt of the Rongchecho Longri. So 
the region became without the Habe, the head of the Longri and 
it was very much felt by the people to select a person to fill up 
the Habeship. In such critical juncture, Bonghom Lindok 
Ronghang-II summoned Chebhoi Tokbi, the Habe to return his 
native, but he refused to return as he had already got married 
with a khyrim girl of Norteng area of the Jaintia kingdom. 

Therefore, the king appointed Kichu Timung another 
person as Habe of the Rongchecho region in the place of 
Chebhoi Tokbi. He also learnt about the matter and approached 
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to the king to lodge complain that he was depriving of the legal 
Habe of Rongchecho Longri and be allowed to continue his 
service.But the people did not accept him as he was settled in 
Khyrem area of the Jaintia kingdom. So, the king had dismissed 
Chebhoi Tokbi from the post. On the other hand, Chebhoi Tokbi 
got enrage and attacked on Socheng, the capital of the kingdom 
with Khyrem people of Norteng area. They killed the king and 
destroyed many properties, lives and even gold throne of 
Socheng. 

Aftermath of the incident the people of the kingdom fled 
to all directions for safety. But some months later the solangdo 
so-called four Lindokpos had decided to re-establish another 
Rongbong (capital) at ‘Mokhim Alongdang’ in place of Socheng 
which was better place for the kingdom from the security point 
of view, and after establishment of Rongbong the people returned 
there for re-settlement. 

THE MIKIR EXPEDITION, 1765A.D.: 

During the reign of Rajeswar Singha the Ahom king in 
July, 1765 A.D. it was found necessary to undertake punitive 
operations against the Mikirs.Two forces were sent against 
them.They entered the hill at the bank of Chapanalla, while the 
other ascended the kopili and Jamuna rivers to take offending 
villages in the area. The result was most satisfactory.The two 
forces having affected a junction in the hills, defeated the Mikirs 
and burnt down their houses and granaries.The Mikir then came 
in with tribute, and begged for forgiveness. 

Ahom Buranji it was originally translated from Thai 
language by Rai Saheb Golap Chandra Boruah and it was found a 
description about the skirmish between the Ahom and the 
Mikirs.In the month of Dinkao (Shravan), on the day kulcheu, 
the king dispatched the Nyaisodha phukan of Jalambata family 
on the land by Chapanala against the Mikirs who were not paying 
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tributes.The Doyangia Rajkuvva marched against the Mikirs and 
began to climb up the hills, Nakenaramshi. The Nyaisodha phukan 
to arrive at Nakenaramshi hill ascended it. 

The two bodies of men ascended on the hill, 
Nakenaramshi and set fire to the dwellings and the granaries of 
the Mikirs. They obtained a large number of daggers, caps, hoes, 
spears, goats and many other things as spoils. They then came 
back and halted at Raha. Then the Mikirs came down in a body at 
Raha with many things as tribute and asked for peace. The 
Nyaisodha phukan and Dyangia Rajkhuwa consulting among them 
sent the news, the king ordered Nyaisodha Phukan andDoyangja 
Rajkhowa to offer presents to the Mikkirs and established in 
thier old villages. 

Dr. Lakhi Devi mentioned the expedition against the 
Mikir in her paper “The Ahom Tribal relations”, “This was the 
first and last expedition sent by the Ahoms against the Mikir.” 

THE DESCRIPTION ABOUT SOCHENQTHE CAPITAL: 

“Socheng helo nokor aphrang, 

Arlu nangji pakeng pakang 
Nihang pen nijang 
Arlu nangji pakek pakang 
Bathrakte phopo thong Aklam 
Akindeng dothulang; 

Ha nokor kelutdam”. 

SUMMARY OF THE FOLK SONG:- 

Socheng the capital of the kindom was the first Township 
for the Mikir people. It was the place where the civilization took 
place. There was the entrance gate towards east and west 
direction of the Town. To reach the top had to go on foot in 
mandering way and there was a pleateu called ‘Thong aklam ’. 
There was also another entrance gate just to enter the Town. 
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Mikir villages to Synteng was constructed for better 
communication with the Syteng people. Moreover, he had 
constructed the temples of Rong Amam, Dili Amam, Amam 
Sarpo and Biri Amam in his time. 

He had also constructed parks and bathing place, and also 
made beautification on the river side for recreation. Rapport 
with theking, Synteng people and Labang area was established 
friendship with the people and also settled with them in trading 
co-operation between two kingdoms and even they had 
exchanged traditional culture of each race. The people had also 
been imitated the dancing pattern of the Synteng and introduced 
it in the traditional death festival called ‘chomkan 

CHET LINDOK RONGHANG (1791 A.D.-1802 A.D.): 

After Lamsi Lindok Ronghang his only son Chet Lindok 
Ronghang became the king of the Mikir kingdom. But few 
months elapsed of his reign a man-eater had appeared in 
Rongbong which was believed that its manling of tiger might be 
the cause of displeasure of ‘Rong Amam’. So the Pinpos and 
Katharpos of the kingdom were advised the king to abandon the 
Rongbong believed that there was something going wrong, as it 
was because of the omen of unholy happening in the Rongbong. 

Based on the advice of Chet Lindok Ronghang transferred 
the Rongbong from Phong Rongman to Sochan-Dhenta of Jiroi 
hot havar carrying with ‘sakhi archok’ so-called gold throne there, 
and the king also fled to Nilip hot havar of Jiroi. So till today 
the place is popularly called ‘Rong cheden’. Literally ‘Rong’ 
means village and ‘cheden’ means halting place for safety. After 
the incident, the Lindokpo of four Artus, and rank and file of 
Ronghang Longri were fleeing away to other places for safety. 

Three months later the Katharpos and Pinpos had 
proposed to select another Lindokpo for the kingdom from his 
relatives, but had a dispute among the relatives of Chet Lindok

Ronghang a fugitive on the question of kingship. Therefore, the 
matter of selection was kept in abeyance forwith and decided to 
re-invite Chet Ronghang to rule over the kingdom as usual. 
However, he had returned to the kingdom as requested by the 
people of the kingdom and became the king again. 

HAR LINDOK RONGHANG (1803 A.D.-1816 A.D.): 

After Chet Lindok Ronghang, Har Lindok Ronghang 
became the king of the Mikir kingdom. During his reign the 
contemporary Jaintia king was Bijoy Narayan and the Kachari 
king was Rajendra Singha and Gourinath Singha was the Ahom 
king at that time. The king Har Lindok Ronghang did not reside 
in the Rongbong and he used his residence as the office of the 
king. His palace so-called ‘Hamren’ was located on the bank of 
river Amselam. He had a plan to transfer the Rongbong from 
Phong Rongman to his own villages which could be made as 
Socheng Rongbong. The place on the bank of river Amselam 
was the place of worship. Since then the place become popular 
as ‘Hamren’ which is now established the Sub-Divisional head 
quarter of Hamren Sub-division. 

MAI LINDOK RONGHANG-II (1817 A.D.-l 835 A.D.): 

After death of Har Lindok Ronghang the Mikir king Mai 
Lindok Ronghang-il became the king of the Mikir kingdom. But 
there was the dispute over the kingship among the relatives of 
the king. So, he used to stay at Solajir village which was the 
outskirt of the Rongbong. At that time, a person called Longdili 
cultivated the mustard oil seed in the Kopili valley and for some 
reasons he had quarreled with the neighbouring Kachari king 
and therefore quickly sold out the seeds and then returned to 
Solajir. During the reign of Mai Lindok Ronghang the Kachari 
king was Gobinda Chandra. The soldiers of the Kachari king came 
to Solajir to attack as retaliation to Longdili, a noble of the king 
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of the Mikir kingdom. But the people of the village were afraid 
and run away from there before they were arriving. 

The soldier who were coming to the villages to attack 
were waiting to fight with them. They destroy all the things of 
the village and at last set on fire the houses at night. 

There were two persons namely Engti Recho and 
Sankrung Rongphar who were expert to shoot the enemies with 
bow and arrows from the outside of the villages while houses 
were setting fire and the people completely killed that night. 

THE FIRST BURMESE WAR, 1816 A.D.: 

During the reign of Mai Lindok Ronghang was 
memorable. The Burmese war took place at the that time. The 
Ahom king was Kamaleswar Singha, but he was mere a puppet. 
Buragohain nominated Chandra Kanta, the brother of late king 
as his successor on the throne. He later assumed Ahom named 
Sudingpha. Being a boy he was unable to take most part of the 
governance of he country and the control still remain with 
Buragohain. 

There was internal discussion of the Ahom kingdom. 
Therefore, Bor Phukan that the country should follow the 
example of Koch Bihar;the kingdom became tributary to the 
British Government. But it was rejected by nobles of the country 
though it would be unpopular with the people. As Chandra Kanta, 
the minor king grew up, he began to fret, at the Buragohain 
influence and struct up a great friendship with a youth of his 
own age named Sataram the son of an Ahom soothsayer. 

Meanwhile the Phukan died, and Bandan Chandra was 
chosen as his successor. After succession of Badan Chandra 
Borphukan, his son let loose in Guahati, while they followed at 
a safe distance and roar with laughter as brute demolished houses 
and killed the people who were unhappy enough to come in its 
way. The internal discussions the nobles of the country went

high in such juncture, Bodan Chandra Borphukan had struct up 
friendship with the Calcutta Agent of the Burmese Government, 
and having failed in his endeavour to obtain of the British, he 
went with the Burmese king. He repeated his misinterpretation 
regarding the conduct of Buragohain alleging that he had usurped 
the king authority, and that owing to his mis-govemance the lives 
of all both high and low were in danger. At last he obtained a 
promised to help towards the end of the year 1816 A.D. army of 
about eight thousand men was despatched from Burma. It was 
joined enroute by the chief Hukong, Mukong and Manipur, and 
by the time Namrup was reached, its numbers had swollen to 
about sixteen thousand. The Buragohain sent an army to oppose 
the invaders. A battle was fought at Ghiladhari in which the 
Burmese were victorious. The Burmese were paid at large 
indemnity for the trouble and expense of the expedition, and in 
April, 1817 A.D. returned to their own country, taking with them 
the royal harem a girl who had been palmed off at them as a 
daughter of the Ahom king. 

The friends of the murdered Bar Borphukan fled to Burma 
and informed the king of that country of the course of events in 
Assam. A fresh force was despatched under a general named 
Alva Mingi (or Kilo Mingi as Robinsons calls him) and reached 
Assam February, 1819 A.D. The Ahoms opposed it, but defeated 
at Jorhat. 

The quarrel between Chandra Kanta Singha, the nominal, 
and Bodan Chandra, the Borphukan made the Burmese king a 
foot hole on the Ahom territory. After all, the people and the 
king did not like Badan Chandra, the Borphukan. So he 
determined to avenge the Ahom by the help of Burmese army. 

The Ahom king Chandra Kanta was nominal, the real 
authority was rested in the Burmese commander who set 
themselves to haunt down all the adherents of the Buragohain 
that still remained in the upper Assam. The Burmese had 
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RONGPHARPIRGNGBE: 

During the reign of Jaydhvaj Singha (1648 A.D.-1663 
A.D.) he had published a book “Deudhai Ahom Buranjee” and in 
that book wrote a profile of Rongpharpi Rongbe (Rongkerpi 
Rongbe) as described below:- 

THE VICTORY OF PAROK (KACHARI) OVER THE 
MIKIRS: 

After her death (Thireng-vangreng) the Mikir had no 
master and this advantage the Kachari (Parok) king brought them 
under control. He (Kachari) king had a tiger cub. In order to 
threaten the Mikirs the king had ordered his soldiers to bring 
human milk from Mikir women of neighbouring ‘Rongteplong’ 
village. The king liked to bring up his tiger cub feeding of human 
milk. The soldiers of the Kachari king brought milk of Mikirs 
women in group and they had carried out the order very rudely 
over the Mikirs women. One day so happened that one of the 
soldiers named Bokola was milking from the breast of the Mikirs 
women, and she lost patience seeing such inhuman behaviour of 
the soldiers for which she could not tolerate it and chopped off 
his head with an axe that was in her basket of firewood as she 
was just arriving at home from the forest. 

ATEMPEST OFTHE CITIZENS AT RONGTEPLONG IN 
THE FUTURE: 

“There grew fear sycosis in every heart of the citizen of 
Rongteplong. They held a meeting and dispersed from the place 
at the advice of Rongkerpi (Rongpharpi). Therefore, the name 
of Rongteplong became Rongpharpi Rongbe. The people who 
were accompanied with Rongpharpi Rongbe settled at 
Sumupong, Kirkin, Bisik and Arioso arong on the foot hills of 
Khasi Hills. There was a predominantly lived women at Arioso 
arong. As a monuments of the village there still found Mukam”. 
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There is another legend regarding Rongpharpi Rongbe. 
The Mikir people lived at Ashalu, Mahur and Maibong from the 
year 1300 A.D. to 1340 A.D. under the leadership ofRi-ang 
Teron. 

In 1536 A.D. Detsung, the Kachari king quarreled with 
the Ahoms who had again ascended the Dhaniri and sacked 
Dimapur. Detsung fled but was followed, captured and put to 
death. After this invasion, the Kacharis deserted Dimapur and 
the valley of the Dhansiri and retreating further south and 
established a new capital at Maibong. 

On Teron was the grandson of Ri-ang Teron who had 
traditionally become the Mikir chief. He was strong and stout 
person and made the young people to the art of bravery. However, 
the Mikir chief Ri-ang Teron accepted the allegiance of the 
Kachari king without the war. Since then the Mikir people lived 
at Maibong peacefully with the Kacharis. 

Krishna Chandra died in 1813 A.D. and he was succeeded 
by his brother Gobinda Chandra. During his time he reared a 
tiger cub to whom he used to feed human milk every day. The 
collectors were appointed to collect milk village to village from 
the Mikirs women every morning and evening. 

One day morning so happened that it was the part of 
Kareng Rongpharpi to donate milk for the cub. As soon as she 
arrived at home two collectors were awaiting for her milk as 
she went out for the collection of fire wood and they had pressed 
for her milk before dropping the fire wood basket from her back. 
Kareng Rongpharpi requested them to wait for a while as she 
had to feed her child. But they did not wait and gone closely to 
her and obtained milk by milking from her breast. She could not 
tolerate such behaviour of the collector and she stood up and 
took an axe from her basket of fire wood and then chopped off 
one head of the collectors to death. The name of the collector 
who died was Bokola. When this incident had happened the Mikir 
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people were frightening of revenge of the Kachari on them. 

Kareng Rongpharpi had advised the people to be 
courageous to severe from fear and she asked the people to 
confront the war with the Kacharis or otherwise they would have 
to leave the place within short spun of time. The people obeyed 
her and left the place and went to a safer place for safety. 

She directed the people to make paths from the villages 
to far distance in a zigzag way and it would have to meet again 
the village. In such short of path be made then the enemy would 
follow the path and they needed to spend for two or three days 
travelling through it. By the time, the Mikirs would be able to 
take advantage of three or four days to go ahead for somewhere 
for safety. 

Under the leadership of Kareng Rongpharpi the Mikirs 
started to flee at night towards the northern direction aimed at 
Jaintia Hills. They had to travel through the unfamiliar thick 
forests for days together. However, the Mikir people relied on 
her guidance during their adventureous journey. After some days, 
Kareng Rongpharpi had vision in the form of a dream. One night 
the path had made clear from the spot where they were halting 
to the river and bridge was also already made over the river. It 
was also indicated in her dream that they had to get up early in 
the morning and to start for their destination; otherwise they 
would have to confront with the enemy as they were following 
after them. Kareng Rongpharpi awoke them up early in the 
morning and started their journey. They found that a herd of 
elephants had cleared up the path in that night. They hurriedly 
went on and crossed the river through a falling tree across the 
river. 

It was rainy season. The river was swelling and low land 
areas had inundated by flood water, and soon after they crossed 
the river, the enemy had also reaching the river bank. While their 
enemies tried to cross the river through the bridge unfortunately 
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the log or tree rolled itself when they reached in the middle of 
the river. The enemies fell into the river and swept them away 
by the strong current of the river. The enemies who came to the 
river bank were killed totally by the Mikir people. In such way 
many enemies were killed in that incident. 

It was believed that the tree bridging the river was not 
really a tree, but a serpent which had disillusion as a tree. The 
Mikir people did not know the name of the river before, but 
suddenly they came across with it. So, the river was named as 
Klofli which meant sudden appearance. Literally Rongpharpi 
was her surname and Rongbe meant fleeing away from village. 
So she was latterly popularly known as ‘Rongpharpi Rongbe’ in 
Mikir. 

The tyrannical rule of the kachari king and his cruelty 
meted out to the Mikir people had a great impact on the social 
life of the Karbi people. After the incident the Mikir people had 
dispersed from the place of incident immediately. They scattered 
and went to different directions towards Jaintia kingdom in 
search of a safer place. This catastrophe was a turning point for 
the future settlement of the tribe. And most probably they were 
known different names after the incident and divided into the 
following names 

1. Sar aso (son of the Sarthe) 

2. Jiroi aso (son of the Jiroi place) 

3. Lanklut lankjang aso (son of the water) 

4. Vohamlam aso (the son of the small pheasant) 

5. Dumura aso (son of the fig tree) 

1. Sar aso The Mikir people who were accompanied with 
Rongpharpi Rongbe in the incident was known as Sar aso. After 
the incident it was perflexing situation for her. So, she could 
not take any prompt decision to safeguard her people from the 
imminent danger. And Kareng Rongpharpi thought a secret plan 
to get rid of the tyrannical rule of the Kachari kinhg. So, she. 
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ordered her people to flee from the place of incident 
immediately. Hence they went to the direction of the Jaintia 
Kingdom and crossed the river Kopili by the help of the falling 
log. They took shelter at Killing Longri in the Jaintia Kingdom. 
Later they came to be called ‘Sar aso’ or ‘Bhoi lasan’ or ‘Arioso 
arong’. 

2. Jiroi Jisung Aso In the time of incident some people did 
not know about it. Rongpharpi Rongbe also could not inform 
them out of frighten. Some people of the village lived far distance 
to cultivate Jhum cultivation. After some days they came to the 
village. But they did not find their relatives in the village. They 
left the village out of fear of the incident. It was desolate and 
therefore the youths were decided to follow after Rongpharpi 
Rongbe. The youths were led by a Kleng sarpo, youth ehief. But 
they could not meet her and given up the hope and established a 
village at a place called Ronghan. The village was muddy and so 
it called ‘Ronghan’ in Mikir. The place where they halted and 
settled down came to be called ‘jiroi’ and ‘ji’ means salted pit 
where the wild animals used to eat salted mud and ‘roi’ means 
sty or shed of the wild animals. And in course of time it became 
jiroi and the people also known as ‘jiroi’ aso. 

3. Lanklut-lankjang aso Consequent upon the incident 
Rongpharpi Rongbe and her people left the immediately. She 
on the eve of the crossing the river Karbi lankpi cautioned her 
people not to look back and use foul words to honour the sanctity 
of the river. But they did not obey her and as a result some of 
them were drown and washed away by the furry of the flood 
water. In course of time they came to be called ‘Lanklut-lankjang 
aso’ which means the son of the water. They settled at places 
like Kolong, Nowgaong, Rengbong and Horpo arong (Horbo 
gaon) etc. and latterly thet known as ‘thoi aso’ means son of the 
plains. 

4. Vohamlam aso A group people who were following after 
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Jaintia king was Rajendra Singh. After becoming the king of the 
Mikir kingdom he had observed that the Pinpos were scattered 
and no one could find in the Rongbong at that time. And they 
were called back and arranged for re-settlement in the previous 
Rongbong called Phong Rongman for permanent settlement. 

One day in a function of Pirthat worship was going on 
and a person Rongmut by name from Nongplut area of the Jaintia 
kingdom was attended in the sacrificial feast with his collegues 
for enjoyment. When feast was served by Rongmut he asked to 
offer him with a big portion of meat. Hearing it other person 
advised Rongmut with mockery who served him to give char 
coat for his satisfaction. He some how heard the words and rose 
up his rage and started to set the house on fire, but his colleagues 
had simultaneously put the fire out for saving properties. In the 
meanwhile an old lady named Kave Rongpharpi went hurriedly 
and fervently requested him not to create the trouble some works. 
She had explained about the relationship of both communities 
that had been maintained the same traditional culture and 
customary law in both societies which should not be reflected 
badly by your act; she explained in Jaintia language. 

The king and his nobles could not do anything for the 
protection. Major John Butler who was the incharge of 
Nowgaong district came to Phong Rongman in 1848 A.D. 

During the reign of Marlum Lindok Ronghang the 
Governor General of India was Lord Dufferin. He had been 
entrusted the responsibility to Major John Butler to survey the 
tribal areas of North-east India to know the first hand knowledge 
about social, political and economic conditions of the tribals. 
In order to report it to the Governor General of India he had 
visited to Mikir Hills from Doboka in Nowgaong district via 
Silveta (Arlongrupat) to Cachar district of Assam. He had also 
visited to Phong Rongman, the then Rongbong of the Mikir 
kingdom. 
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In his travels and adventures in the province of Assam 
(London, 1855) Major John Butler says that in revenge for the 
opposition after to their army at Gauhati, th*. Burmese 
slaughtered a vast number of men, women and children. At 
chotopoting:- 

“Fifty man were decapitated in one day. 

A large building was then erected of 
bamboo and grass, with a raised bamboo 
platform:into this building thrust men, 
children and poor innocents women with 
infants, a large quantity of fuel having been 
placed round the building it was ignited: 
in a few munutes it is said by witness of 
the scene now living two hundred persons 
were consumed in the flames. Many 
individuals who escaped from these 
massacre have assured me that 
innumberable horrible acts of torture and 
barbarity were resorted on that memorable 
day by these inhuman savages. All who 
were suspected of being inimical to the 
reign of terror were seized and bound by 
Burmese executioners, who cut off the 
lobbes of the poor victims’ ears and choice 
portions of the body such as the points of 
the shoulders, and actually ate the raw 
flesh before living sufferers; they then 
inhumanly inflicted with a sword, deep but 
not mortal gashes on the body, that the 
mutilated might die slowly, and finally 
closed the tragedy disemboweling the 
wretched victims, other diabolitical act of 
cruelty practiced by these monsters have 
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been detailed to me, by persons now living 
with minuteness which leaves no doubt 
of the authenticity of the facts; but they 
are so shocking that cannot describe them”. Q 

To make the matters worse, bands of native marauders 
wander about the country disquised as Burmese and the 
deprecations committed by them were even worse than those 
of the invaders themselves. The hill tribes followed suits, and 
the sufferings of the hapless inhabitants were unspeackable. 
Many fled to the hills, and to Jaintia, Manipur and other 
countries. 

The Burmese war had been a bad affect on the life of the 
Mikirs. It was believed that the traditional heritage of the tribe 
to have a “duk’black line from forehead to chin of female folk 
was the affect of the war to save themselves from the clutch of 
Burmese army. And it becomes a taboo in the society to have a 
duk and no food and water cannot be accepted from the woman 
who does not have a duk on her forehead. It is the tradition of 
the Mikir society to makeblack line on her forehead with ashes 
after death who has no a black line during her alive time. 

There is folk song among the Mikirs relating to fear and 
death faced them during the Burmese war. Kharjin athama ahut 
api apo aphan kachingthur alun: 

“Oja ri pen roh 
Thurjo dei thuijo 
Rindi thu no no 
Thurjo dei thurjo 
Thuijo dam nangho”. 

Khaijin athama ahu ajirpi aphan kachingthur alun: 

“Bajaja esang 
Thuijo damlonang 
Irindi thupang 
Khaijin aso vang 
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Sumphelang karhang 

Bajajaesang 

Mi chongkret rumjang 

Thuijo hem damlonang 

Rindi methang sumphelang karhang” .Q 

THE SUMMARY OF THE FOLK SONG: 

It is a lamenting story faced by the Mikirs during the 
Burmese war. A Mikir damsel awoke her parents and her girl 
ends to get up from bed as the house was cordoned off by the 
Bu- mese army. They got up from bed and managed to escape 
froi their homes. But her friend was slained by the Burmese 
army ho had the habit to get up very late from bed. She also 
hardly escaped from the cruel hands of the Burmese on the 
pretext of slipping down the spindle into pail house that was 
spinning threads. Her friend was later brutally killed by the 
enemy and the sound of their swords heard from a distance of 
stone’s throw. She was wearing necklace made of coins for which 
created sound in the time of slaining her. 

BRIEF ACCOUNTS OF MAJOR JOHN BUTLER ABOUT 
THE MIKIR HILLS: 

The tract of the country situated in the Nowgaong district 
called Mikir Hills extends from the Kuleanee river east to the 
Jamuna river, west of Doboka about sixty miles in length or seven 
days journey. On the north the Mikir Hills bounded by plains of 
the Mikirpar Mohol, the Mongahs of Rungabekur, Kaziranga, 
and Bukakhat. From north to south, to Jamuna river, the distance 
in straight line may be thrity five or forty miles. The Mikir village 
and cultivations extends eastward only as far as the Kuleanee 
river in Morung. Beyond that the Rengmah boundary commences, 
and terminates with Sibsagar district. 

Truly speaking the Mikir people would like to live in the 
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thick forests, but some number of them J'ved in valley of the 
foot hills that could reach within a day. At first they lived under 
the territory of Gobind Chandra, the Kachari king. Earlier the 
Kachari of Cachar attacked on Mikir people and defeated them. 
The Mikir people dispersed from the place beyond the territory 
of the Jaintia kingdom. Aftermath of the attack they took shelter 
at Dumuria, Beltola and Rani of Kamrupa, and some of them 
were settled at the place of westwards of Cachar district. 
However at that time some neighbouring kings tried to dominate 
them, and among of them the Ahom king had discussed with 
Kanburvah and the king iad entrusted Rechoso (Principal Chief) 
the responsibility to look after the people of the area. Also had 
empowered to collect revenue from the materials of the 


following:- 

1. Cotton 300/ each bundle - Rs. 300.00 

2. Mat (made of bamboo) each - Rs. 6.00 

3. Scent 300/each bundle - Rs. 10.00 

4. Hasipat 300/ each_-_ Rs. 12.00 

Total = Rs. 328.00 


In Cachar district the Mikir people refused to pay revenue 
to the Kachari king and Jaintia kings, but they took paddy and 
rice clandestinely and its value was equivalent to half of the 
revenue that was paid to king as revenue. The total amount of 
the revenue so collected from the Mikir people was Rs. 800 
only. 

In the year 1837 A.D.-38 A.D. had abolished the existing 
system of revenue collection and revenue so collected was 
divided into 3 A. So the Mikir people had to pay the revenue to 
the Ahom king in varied manner. They lived together in the Ahom 
kingdom. 

At first the power of revenue collection was vested to 
Tina for the Kothalguri Mongah (Mongah), Babuni to Sar Habe, 
Salona to Habe, Dehua to Mai-i, and Morong (Morongi) was 
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entrusted to Hoboa (Har Bikha). The annual revenue of the areas 
was Rs. 1956 only the Mikir got Rs. 224 only out of it. 

In the subsequent year the Ahom king had assessed the 
revenue collection from the Mikir people for the year 1837 
A.D.-38 A.D.) and 1838 A.D.-1939 A.D. and also regulated it, 
and refixed the revenue as a whole. The Ahom king thereby 
collected revenue Rs. 200 from each house. According to 
agreement arrived at between the king and Mikir people for the 
year 1839 A.D.-40 A.D. as detailed below:-

The total revenue collected from the above houses was 
Rs. 1,768 and 8 siki and Mikir people got Rs. 221 and 1 ana out 
of it. It was the tradition of the Mikir people at that time that 
they used to shift their villages every year in search of pasture 
or cultivated land. So the discussion on the matter of revenue 
collection had to hold every succeeding year for the re¬ 
settlement of the revenue collection. 

On the occasion of the death of Ahom king (Rajeswar 
Singha?) the Mikir people showed sympathy and respect to the 
bereaved family and thereby repealed the khelwari rule to collect 
revenue from the area of Mikirpar Mohol. The Mikir people 
collected revenue Rs. 46 siki 8 ana and 11 pai from it. 

In the year 1840A.D. died Mikir Kanburvah, the Principal 
Chief and abolished the existing Khelwari rule of revenue 
collection and replaced it by the rule of 1835 A.D.-36 A.D. and 
increased the amount of revenue and the Mikir people got Rs. 
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500 and 7 siki and 1 pai as revenue. Further the Ahom king had 
empowered the Mikir people to collect revenue from the 
following fisheries:- 

1. Mori kolong Rs. 12 

2. Mohorool Rs. 6 

3. Pathori Rs. 8 

4. Jamuguri Rs. 12 

Besides the Ahom king empowered the Mikir people to 
collect revenue from the following fisheries:-

Major John Butler was the incharge of Nowgaong 
district, and visited to Mikir Hills and the sequence of his long 
journey and survey was incorporated in his book “Travels in 
Assam”, published, 1855, London. 

In the year, 1841 A.D. Myles Bronson and his wife Ruth 
Bronson came to Nowgaong and settled there. He had established 
an orphan school in Nowgaong and enrolled many Mikir 
students. Among of them Sar Bey was worthmentionable. He 
was later deputed to Angami village to sermon the teachings of 
Christianity in 1881 A.D. He had converted a Mikir into 
Christianity named Rongbong. He was most probably the first 
Mikir to become a Christian. 

In order to spread the teaching of Christianity among the 
Mikirs Myles Bronson wrote a book “Dhorom Amam aphrang 
ikithan”, 1875 A.D. Subsequently Robert Neighbour wrote a 
book “A vocabulary in English and Mikir with sentences 
illustration the use of words”. 
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JENG LINDOK RONGHANG (1856 A.D.-l 870 A.D.): 

Jeng Lindok Ronghang became the king of the Mikir 
kingdom after death of his father Marlum Lindok Ronghang. Ke 
used to live at his own village, Rongjangphong. But as the 
convention he should reside in Rongbong. But he did not reside 
because the proposed war between the Kachari and Thejong of 
Laban was approaching soon. So the people of the Rongbong 
might be harmed if the king resided there because the villages 
of Thejong and Terang were situated just near by the Rongbong. 
So he did not go there and even not took part in the war. 

Thejong and Terang villagers were defeated in the war 
and fled away to Nongpo of Khyriem area and that was called 
the ‘Nok Terang’ the king of Khyriem. They are settled there till 
date. 

MAI LINDOK ROWGHANG-III (1871 A.D.-l888 A.D.): 

Mai Lindok Ronghang-III became the king of the Mikir 
kingdom, but stayed in his village Pindong Anglong alum from 
where he had been dealing the administrative affairs. But the 
Katharpo and Dengjapo did not like at all remaining outside the 
Rongbong on the part of the kingdom as it was against the custom 
and tradition of the society. So the Katharpo, Dengjapo and 
Pinpos had decided the matter and compelled the king to reside 
in the Rongbong, Phong Rongman. 

In the meantime, some trouble elements appeared as 
omen in Rongbong which they suspected that the Rongbong 
would be turned into a tottering position. The king built two 
pirda temples; one for inside and the other for outside the 
Rongbong. The outside temple where Dengja could perform for 
stability of the Rongbong. Besides another temple of Rong 
Amam was also established for the same purpose. 
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SAR-IK LINDOK RONGHANG (1884 A.D.-1893 A.D.): 

After Maibag Lindok Ronghang his son Sar-ik Lindok 
Ronghang became the king of the Mikir kingdom. In 1884 A.D., 
he had established a weekly market at Ronghang Rongbong. But 
he had to remove all the rules and regulations of controlling the 
market by the Jaintias. According to his direction the Mikir had 
to take the burden of ‘chirung bilothon’ meant a collected share 
of taxes of market had to be deposited to Jaintiapur. The Jaintia’s 
weekly market considered of eight days and the name of the 
days were read with phusing, museng, muchai, pongkhat, nongslu, 
thimit and khirla etc. 

Khirla was the market day in Rongbong and also ending 
day of the worship. Therefore, the Pinpos had to offer Bant a (a 
bundle of betel leave and nut) to a particular tank in the name of 
God through dancing round and round on the surrounding bank 
of the tank. The Deri longpak was brought from Tongklong and 
Miji heroes by the king and kept it on the road side of the 
Rongbong. It was necessary for the youths at the time to provide 
the Jirsong where the banta could be offered by them in the 
name of God. 

During the reign of Sar-ik Lindok Ronghang in 1897 the 
dreaded earth quake took place and havoc huge properties in the 
hills region. Rev. R.E.Neibour had come to Phong Rongman in 
1874 A.D. to research the Mikir Historical facts. And Sir 
E.A.Gait came to Ronghang Rongbong in 1891 A.D. with his 
staff and started the census work for the first time in Mikir Hills. 

NONGJIRONQ1800 A.D.: 

In the eighteen century there was a man in Mikir Hills 
named Nongjirong. He lived in Inglong ikpo, Duar Bagori mouza. 
He killed a British officer by an axe chopping off of his head. 
So he was sentenced to death. On that veiy day he was brought 
to jail for execution. On that very occasion, the jail authority 
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asked him about his last desire. Then Nongjirong replied, “I want 
a dry shell of gourd and rice beer to fill in it”. And as his last 
desire the jail authority bi ought it from some where and gave it 
to him. j 

Subsequently, Nongjirong offered a hymn to his ‘ Amam 
kettie’ so-called great God within the compound of the prison. 
After completion of his hymn to God then he was sentenced to 
death. During that very night a great thunder came in the 
compound of Jorhat prison and broke its all instruments and 
office buildings. He was first Mikir that sentenced to death by 
the British in India. , ... •• . 


JENG LINDOK RONGHANG-II (1894 A.D. 1902 A.D.): 

Jeng Lindok Ronghang-II became the king of the Mikir 
kingdom after Sar-ik Lindok Ronghang. After becoming tbe king 
of the Mikir kingdom found that there was something wrong in 
the demarcation of boundaries in some parts of the kingdom, , 
arid also ensued a conflict in the administration. He therefore- 
started the survey work in the Kiling and Nokbare longri of the 
kingdom where made the amalgatn a ti on of Habes with Dera- 
nokbare longri and now there.are six Habes in the Longri. > L 

,.Dr. Grierson had visited to the Rongbong of JSocheng in 
the year 18b0 A.t).-1892 A.D. during his reign* He wrote a book 
about the Mikirs in Assamese script . 

. .. .The king tried to improve the weekly market with . 
beautification. He had decorated the V.I.P seats by fixing places 


of flat stones on the surrounding place of the market. Those 
seats were specially used by hon’ble quests on the opening day 
of the worship. During his reign the chief Padri and Missionary, 
staff came in the region 1901 AD. for preaching Christianity. 


Kj®iNGLINl)01CRQNGHANG(1903A.Pr-l?l 1 3A.D.): 
Kidirig Lindok Ronghang became the king of the Mikir 
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kingdom after Jeng Lindok Ronghang. He was a tall who had 
also kept long hairs which reached upto his feet. So the people 
of the kingdom used to call him as Kiding Lindok Ronghang. 
He was one of the most intelligent among the Mikir kings. He 
could recite all the customary laws and social proceedings by 
heart. The king always advised to other with reasons. 

The Missionary institutions had established in Tika Hills 
during his reign and he used to sermon both the religion of 
Christianity and the Mikir traditional religion and customary 
laws as if he was also preacher of his own the Mikir religion and 
Christianity too.. The Padri of Tika Missionary also liked and 
respected the king, Kiding Ronghang. 

The king listened patiently to the prayer of all respects 
in considerable mood of character. One day a senior Habe 
Mumchai by name was dismissed from the post of Habe by Pinpo 
and in this connection, he approached to the Padri Saheb, Tika 
and requested him to plead the king for his re-instatement of 
the post. And the king accordingly re-instated easily as he was 
noble, and it was agreeable in 1913 A.D. During his reign 
Rev.P.E. Moore was the Padri in Tika Hills who had constructed 
the iron Church building there. The Mouzadar of Mokhim had 
also donated Rs. 300.00 or the construction. 

During his time Sir Charles Lyall published a Book “The 
Mikirs” from the papers of late Edward Stack, I.C.S, sometime 
Director of Land Records and Agriculture, and Secretary to the 
Chief Commissioner, Assam with the help of Sardoka Engti, 1904. 

PRINCE SARDOKA ENGTI: 

The East India Company seized the power of 
administration from the Ahom king, Purandar Singha on 16 th 
September, 1938 A.D. since then the Christian Missionary was 
authorized to establish Educational Institutions in Assam with 
view to spreading the teachings of Christianity in Assam. In 1857 
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A.D. Rev. C.F. Tailman as Missionary incharge came and settled 
in Nowgaong. He was the person who came to Tika Hills for the 
first time and established Missionary Institution there. 

During his time a little sincere Mikir boy Sardoka Engti 
was working as a manial in the Mission. Finding the boy very 
inteligent Sardoka Engti was sent to school for study. Also he 
was later sent to Calcutta for higher study and passed the 
Entrance Examination from the Presidency College. Thereafter, 
he was engaged in Missionary works for few years and then 
employed him in the Assam Secretariat in the work branch of 
‘specimens of Mikir language’ for linguistic survey in 1902 A.D. 
After death of Sir Edward Stack who was the head of the Branch, 
however help was provided by him to all Britishers who wanted 
to write about the Mikir language and culture. He himself wrote 
and published “The Mikir English Dictionary”. Later he was 
appointed as the revenue collection officer and sent to 
Duarbagori Circle in 1902 and died of Cholera on 8 th August, 
1908. 

VAISONG’S SYSTEM OF ADMINISTRATION (1702 A.D.- 
1751 A.D.): 

During the reign of Maibang Lindok Ronghang-III, 
Vaisong Terang became the Hot asar (Governor Liutenant) of 
Jiroi. The administration system of Vaisong Terang was quite 
different from the Mikir kingdom and even titles and 
designations of nobles. A person who took care of a Tongri’ 
comprising hundred villages was called ‘wophong asar’. 

Vaisong Terang had organized to establish villages 
which must be consisted of hundred houses or not less than 
fifty houses in case of some conveniences. The reclaimed 
areas for cultivation plot should being close touched with 
each other village. So that the wild animals could not take 
shelter in the boundary. He also constituted ‘jirsong’ in 
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each village in a traditional way and the Jirsong had the 
duty to work voluntarily for all round development of the 
society even if the need arise. They would be engaged as 
military service in the field of war. Generally they had to 
help widows and distressed persons through their services. 
They helped each family of the village as a compulsion and 
sometimes in the off time they had also rendered service 
to the other villages. 

Usually they had to work for their own maintenance 
through the income gathered from various services in the 
cultivation. Sometimes the widows and distressed persons 
were assisted from the stock of their store houses by 
imposing minimum interest during leany season. Another 
provision named ‘vorei’ was organized and introduced in 
each village for upliftment of areas. That was constituted by 
the people through the co-operative basis. The members 
had to work co-operatively in separate field and the 
production had to be deposited in the custody of the village 
headmen. The aim and object of the ‘vorei’ was to help to 
the needy people from the stock during leany period. 
Besides, the expenditure of the royal quests and common 
festivals or the construction of institutions would be spent 
from that public fund. 

Vaisong Terang was the Hot asar in Jiroi region equivalent 
to Liutenant Governor who was respected as king by the Ahom 
king as because he was the only person who had established 
diplomatic relationship, but not by the Mikir king, Mai Lindok 
Ronghang. The Mikir king and Soh Lindok (four Lindok) did 
not regard him as king and simply offered Vaisong the title ‘ahoi 
asar’ or ‘hot asar’ meant protector of the territorial state of Jiroi. 
From the very beginning they denounced and also opined that 
there would not be two Lindokpos or the kings among the Mikir. 
He of course, did not protest against it. 
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SER HONGTHOM (THREE GOLD RINGS): 

After the death of Thong Nokbe, Vaisong Terang 
happened to be the next hero in the Mikir society, perhaps 
in the last part of 18 th century or the early part of the 19 th 
century. Like the Jaintias, the Khasis became hostile to the 
Mikirs and this was dealt by Vaisong Terang appropriately. 
He drew up a plan to attack the Khasis. But no youngman 
in his locality came forward to help him the work. So 
alone he destroyed a number of Khasi villages by setting 
fire to the houses and killing hundreds of them. Thus he 
took the revenge. The Khasis being unable to arrest him 
fighting face to face played a trick. He engaged a Khasi 
woman who was very close to Waiong to make him severely 
drunk by giving strong and excessive liquor. The woman 
was able to do so as desired, and when the hero was 
completely intoxicated, the soldiers easily arrested him. He 
was given a long imprisionment. But at the same time the 
icing was impressed at Vaisong’s spirit and courage. After 
many years of captivity he was released, the king established 
friendship and diplomatic relation with him. 

As token of friendship he goldcoated one of The 
Vaisong’s teeth and advised him make similar relationship 
with the king of the Kacharis and that of the Ahoms of that 
time. Vaisong Terang having an ambition to recognize or re¬ 
unite the Mikirs into be territory comprising Eastern part 
of Mikir Hills and Nowgaong plain, accepted the advice and 
did accordingly. The Kachari king at Maibong and the Ahom 
king at Garhgaon (perhaps Rajeswar Singha) also received 
Vaisong as their friend and recognized the proposed Mikir 
territory of Vaisong. Like the Khasi king they too goldcoated 
one each of the teeth of Vaisong as token of friendshop. 
Vaisong visited Tularam and Rajeswar Singha most probably 
during 1809 A.D.-1820 A.D. 
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THE SYSTEM OF REVENUE COLLECTION DURING 
VAISONGTERANG: 

The revenue was collected from general families once 
in a year in cash or kind. A fixed amount of tributary was sent to 
Ahom king and sometimes a little amount of revenue was sent 
to Ronghang Rongbong; but not compulsory in nature. The 
revenue collection had been arranged through the ‘achom asar’ 
and the amount so collected was deposited to the respective 
‘wophong asar’ on a certain date of January and then the 
‘wophong asar’ had also to be deposited the same amount to the 
hot asar of Jiroi. The hot asar, Vaisong Terang was the authority 
to distribute the share to the Ahom king and the Mikir king on a 
certained date fixed by him. 

The social and traditional laws excercisedby him strongly 
and impartially in the society. The thiefs and decoits were 
punished with mutiliated of limbs. The person who offended in 
connection to illicite marriage with own clan should be punished 
with hard whipping so that he would forget the incident in life. 
Moreover, he had to pay a full basket of money (coins) as fine 
and also had to offer two he-goats for obligation to God in lieu 
of his life. At last his hair would be cut in three lines of his head 
and sent him away far country and prohibited from coming back. 
In case of improper marriage to a widow or other wife or woman 
also had to bear the same punishment. All kinds of cases were 
tried by the ‘achom asar’. If he could not decide then the cases 
were referred to ‘wophong asar’ and if he also failed to decide 
the final decision would taken by the ‘ahoi asar’. 

BARE SINGNOT HOT ASAR (1751 A.D.-1778 A.D.): 

Bare Singnot Terang was the elder son of Vaisong Terang. 
He became hot asar of Jiroi after death of Vaisong Terang. During 
his reign people lived peacefully. The political, social and 
economic life of the Mikir people also good. He became the 
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tributary hot asar of Ahom king, Rajeswar Singha or Surampha 
did not receive tributary from Bare Singnot Terang more than 
three years. So, he sent an expedition against them in the year 

1765 A.D. to realize an annual tribute. At that time the Mikir 
people were badly defeated and they had to flee to all directions, 
except the people who were living at Ronghan, the capital of 
Jiroi. 

Q UIT RONGHANG, THE RONGBONG OF JIROI, 

1766 A.D.: 

Aftermath of the attack of the Ahom king the people of 
the surrounding villages of the Rongbong were already dispersed 
to all directions for safety and the ‘hot asar’ (Liutenant 
Governor) determined to live alone at Ronghan. He advised the 
people not to leave the capital, but they did not comply with his 
request. Several groups of people went towards the down steam 
of Kloflli (present Kopili) and Kolong rivers and established 
villages in the valley of Riling river, Khetri. Sonapur, Chandrapur, 
and Mayong Hills in the west. They were living together with 
Lalung (Tiwa) in brotherly relationship. 

The second group of Mikir people moved towards 
Bokaghat, Rongcheden, Ruthe, Arnam sarpo, Rongserli 
(Rangsali) and Deithor on the north. Those groups were under 
the leadership of Bikha Tokbi, Chalut Teron, Senot Rongphar 
and Kang ,oke Engti whom Rajeswar Singha or Surampha had 
conferred the Ahom king’s high official title of ‘Ka ^burva’ and 
Phukan for the hill areas. Bikha Tokbi the senior Burrah or 
Kanburva who had to take part in the war with the Bun nese in 
support to the Ahom king. Therefore, Bikha Tokbi was known 
later as Bikha Kanburrah. 

The territorial state of Jiroi was completely devastated 
in 1818 A.D., and Bikha Tokbi surrendered to the Burmese 
General named Alva Mingi (or Kilo Mingi as Robinson calls 
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him), and reached in Assam in February, 1819 A.D. The 
describtion of the event had been written in a book ‘sar alun’ of 
the Mikir literature with the following stanza:- 
“Si-im nanglo Mantara,

SUMMARYOFTHE FOLK SONG: 

After defeat of the Ahom king in the hands of the 
Burmese general, Bikha Tokbi, Kanburva made friendship with 
him by offering a Mikir girl named Tahin for royal harem and he 
himself went to Rengoon accompanying with the General. Bikha 
Kanburva received royal dress of noble as gift from the Burmese 
king there. 

The inhuman act on the part of Bikha Tokbi, his noble 
Chalut Singnot accused him that being a Mikir should not offer 
a Mikir girl to a foreigner. And at last Bikha Tokbi was killed in 
the hands of his ardent enemy when he arrived at his native place. 
After a month the Burmese General also returned from his 
country and heard about the incident. Thereafter, he ordered to 
enquire about Bikha’s family and Kang Tokbi was appointed in 
his brother’s post. That incident had written in a book ‘Sar alun ' 
of the following stanzas:- 
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“Si-imta birta chelong ra 
Nanglo si-im Mantara 
Deithor pen nanglo abirta 
Bikha akor mat do ma? 

Dote nelong pavangtha; 

Chelo Tung-e-Kang heita 
Si-im nanglo alamta 
Nangle pindent non jama 
Bikha akor kang hurrah”. Qj 

SUMMARY OFTHE FOLKSONG: 

The Burmese General Mafia Mingi Bandula again came 
to Assam and camped at Deithor. Reaching here he heard about 
the death of Bikha Kangburva and he enquired about his relatives. 
After enquiry of the matter he found Kang Tokbi, the brother of 
Bikha Tokbi and handed over the royal dress to him. 

THE ESTABLISHMENT OF JIROIRONGBONG: 

Aftermath of the expedition, Bare Singnot Terang could 
not stay at Ronghan alone and thought a plan to transfer it to 
other place like Longklam, Langkai and Lankdung areas. In this 
regard he had consulted with his nobles and subjects and decided 
to quit Ronghan, 1766 A.D. The Mikir people then occupied all 
the area such as Chaibuk-sangsuki, Rongbeng (present 
Rengbeng), Donkmukak (present Dokmoka) and also other 
places such as Hongjai (Hojai), Longklam (present Lanka), 
Lankai and Langding (present Lumding) rivers of the Eastern 
part of the region. 

WAR WITH THE RENGMAS: 

Some Mikirs went towards Khanbamon Hills. At that time 
there was inhabited by the Rengmas. The hot asar (Liutenant 
Governor) wanted to establish hot Rongbong at Khanbamon Hills 
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where predominantly inhabited by the Rengma Nagas. So the 
war between the Mikirs and Nagas had ensued. The Rengma 
Nagas were defeated in that war. However, it was compromised 
between two Chiefs Kahang Phukan and Bare Singnot Terang 
that the Mikirs should occupy the lower range of the foot hills 
of Khanbamon which is now called Lumbajong. 

In Mikir Turn’ means just about to reach the peak and 
‘badjong ' which means just about to reach. So the whole region 
of lower range was named as ‘Lumbajong’. After treaty with the 
Rengma Nagas the Mikirs had extended their boundaries and 
occupied all over the lower region of Khanbamon Hills and 
established Rongbong at Inglong kiri in 1744 A.D. It is said that 
wild yams were found abundant in the Inglong kiri and it was 
easily obtainable by digging it in the forest. So the people of 
that time got easy means of livelihood from yams for other 
cultivation in the first year. 

After end of the year they found that every family had 
sufficient quantity of paddy which was considered to be more 
than enough. Thus they were working hard in the field for 
cultivation and found themselves that every family became rich 
within a few years later. So the people named the hills near 
Lumding as ‘Inglong kiri’ meant rich hills as because it gave 
them strength to the people for providing plenty of yams. 

When the Mikir left Ronghan, the other non Mikirs 
established villages there in 1769 A.D.-1770 A.D., and called it 
Nogaon meant new village in Assamese. 

KANDONG SINGNOT HOT AS AR (1778 A.D.-1800 A.D.): 

Bare Singnot hot asar died and left behind three sons 
namely Kandong Singnot Terang, Abong Singnot Terang, and 
Barelong Singnot Terang. Kandong Singnot Terang was elder son 
who shouldered the responsibility of his father. He was bom in 
1730 A.D. and died 1800 A.D. 
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After becoming hot asar he observed that Rengma 
community had been dealing with the Mikirs in devilish manner 
from the very beginning and so he established a good rapport 
with the Rengma Nagas. 

Kandong Singnot Terang always encouraged his people 
to work hard by way of competiton, so that every family could 
be self-sufficient. If any people found to be guilty the person or 
versons were punished by ex-communication from the village, 
is said that he was very successful ruler in his region. 

OR'^IN OF THE SIXTH SCHEDULE: 

During the hot asar of Kandong Singnot Terang the 
Proviso i of sixth schedule came into existence. The 
Provisions of law found in the Sixth schedule to the 
Constitution of India had their origin at Rajmahal Hills. The 
area was inhabited by a martial tribe called Pahariyas. In 
1778 impressed by simplicity, truthfulness and wisdom of 
the Pahariyas, Mr. Augustus Cleveland, the collector of 
Rajmahal Hills placed the entire hill areas of the Pahariyas 
under a uniform administration of a Hill Assembly of the 
hereditary Chiefs and sub-chiefs of the Pahariyas with 
concurrence of Waren Hastings, the Governor General. The 
system proved very successful. The system did not cause 
conflict with the traditional system of administration of the 
Pahariyas and it allowed a wide range of autonomy to them. 

Cleveland evolved a system of granting sanads and 
pension to the Chiefs and sub-chiefs. They were entrusted 
with the duty of reporting all crimes, laws and other problems 
in the villages under their control to the authorities. Their 
influence was also used to prevent breach of peace and 
they assisted the authorities in maintaining law and order 
when they were called upon to do so.

BARELONG SINGNOT TERANG (1801 A.D.-1828 A.D.): 

Kandong Singnot Terang had two sons namely Barelong 
Terang and Sarding Terang. As successor Barelong Terang became 
the hot asar of Jiroi region for a period of 29 years. He was the 
hot asar who took interest in cultivation. He and his people done 
the reclamation of the forest land for the purpose of cultivation 
which is now situated in Longsekjan area. So the people have 
still used to call that area as ‘Barelong ahidi’ so-called Barelong’s 
paddy field. 

He was also a good hunter who had trained sixty hunting 
dogs and killed many man-eaters through the help of dogs while 
they had surrounded the tiger then he shot to the tiger by bow or 
arrow or throwing spears to the animal. Many people from 
different areas had approached to him for help when the tiger 
appeared. At a time a herd of tigers caused havoc in the Ronghang 
area and killed many men and women. So the people of the region 
requested Barelong Singnot Terang for help to kill the man-eater. 
Accordingly, he went there and killed the herd of the tigers. 

Barelong Singnot Terang encouraged the people to be 
hard work for the wet land cultivation of every family. He 
persuaded to cleanse the route for smooth communication. 

SARDING SINGNOT TERANG HOT ASAR (1829 A.D.- 
1838 A.D.): 

After death of his brother Barelong Singnot hot asar, 
Sarding Singnot Terang became the hot asar of Jiroi for 9 years 
upto 1838. However, during his time no memorable event or 
achievememt was there in the hot havar. After his death no 
eligible heir was there to become the hot asar of Jiroi. 

FAKELANGLINDOK RONGHANG (1914 A.D.-1931A.D.): 

Pakelang Lindok Ronghang became the king of Mikir 
kingdom, after the death of Kiding Lindok Ronghang. The people 
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of the kingdom used to call him as Lindokso because he was a 
dwarf structure of his body; but as a king he was quite fit as he 
was fair countenance, courage, steadiness and intelligent 
character. After all, he had possessed extrovert character as a 
king. 

During his reign K.W.P. Marar, the Deputy 
Commissioner, Nowgaong visited to Vothatlangso (present 
Baithalangso) and met the king. The king requested him to help 
the Lac cultivators with finance and know how of the cultivation 
so that it could be able to produce more Lac as cash crop of the 
Mikir Hills. 

Sir Lawry Henen came to Tikka hills on tour 1931. He 
received a brief note about the Lac cultivation from Mr. Marar, 
the Deputy Commissioner of Nowgaong district. And he 
enquired on the Lac farms and visited to the farmers of Lac 
situated at Tai-ikpi Hills of west Mikir Hills. Thereafter, he 
invited the farmers of Lac cultivation and a group of Lac 
cultivators who were sent to Ranchi in Bihar for better training 
of Lac cultivation. Ranchi was the major Lac producing region 
in India where Lac factory had already established at Ranchi. 
The group of Lac cultivators was consisted of four persons as 
below:- 

1. Rongbong Ronghang, Pondit. 

2. Rongbong Phura. 

3. Sar Sing Teron, Basiko. 

4. Sar Kiding Tisso. 

The group was accompanied by S.Choudhary, senior 
Forester of the Forest Department and Rongbong Engti, Juni or 
Forester of the Forest Department. 

The Governor of Assam visited to the Government L.P 
School and M.E School at Tai-ikpi and Tikka Hills respectively 
which were established in 1934. And the Teachers of L.P School 
and M.E School were B.I. Kathar and Sar-et Hanse. Sar-et Hanse 
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was as head Master and B.I. Kathar was as an Assistant Teacher 
and both of them had passed the Normal school from Jorhat. 

FIRST WORLD WAR, 1914: 

During the time of Pakelang Lindok Ronghang the First 
World War was broke out in the year, 1914. The world war-I 
was due to many causes and the most important was the secret 
alliance. It was because there were internal enminity each other 
of the country of the world. But the spark of the immediate broke 
out of the war was the murder of Archduke of Ferdinand who 
was the heir to the Austrian throne. The ‘Black Hand ‘or ‘Union 
or Death’ society planned to kill Oskar Potiorek, the Governor 
of Bosnia. According to the plans, the Arduke of Austria and his 
wife paid a visit to Sarajevo, a city of Bosnia, on 28 th June, 1914. 
Unfortunately, that was a morning in Serbia as it commemorated 
the the battle of Kossovo of 1389 in which the Serbians were 
defeated by the Turks and they lost their independence. When 
the official party was on the way to the Town Hall, one of the 
conspirators threw a bomb on the automobile of the Arduke. 
Somehow the Arduke escaped and others were injured. The 
accused was captured and the official party reached the Town 
Hall. After finishing the ceremonies at the Town Hall, the party 
proceeded to visit the City Museum. Unfortunately, the 
Automobile of the Arduke went into a wrong street and the driver 
had to back it. This gave an opportunity to another member of 
the gang who had come to kill the royal party. He came forward 
from the crowd and fired two shots point blank. The result was 
that both Arduke and his wife were killed. Thus, the World War- 
I broke out in 1914 and had been lasted four years and ended 
1918 November. 

However the World War-I had no impact on the life of 
the Mikirs. The Mikir people would have go to the war on behalf 
of the British. During the reign of Pakelang Lindok Ronghang 
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occurred flood in 1914 and flooded from Vothalangso to Doboka 
Hills. Pakelang Lindok Ronghang died 1934. 

During the reign of Pakelang Lindok Ronghang, G.D. 
Walker wrote and published “A dictionary of the Mikir language, 
Mikir-EnglishandEnglish-Mikir”, 12 th August, 1925. 

BURA LINDOK RONGHANG (1935-1952): 

Bura Lindok Ronghang ascended the throne after death 
of Pakelang Lindok Ronghang in 1935. His reign was very 
important all points of view. 

THE ENACTMENT OF GOVERNMENT OF INDIA BILL, 
1935: 

After treaty of Yandaboo on 26 th February, 1826, the 
British Government took over the administration of Assam. 

In order to rule over the tribals of North-East India the 
British Government in India anacted and passed the Government 
of India Bill, 1935 which was contained the recommendations 
of the white papers. 

PART-II: The North Cachar Hills in the Cachar district, 
the Garo Hills district, the Mikir Hills district in Nowgaong^ 
Sibsagar district and the F ritish portion of Khasi and Jaintia Hills 
districts other than Shillong cantonment: Lt. Colonel did not 
agree with the recommendations of the Government of India as 
regards the Mikir Hills district, and the Garo Hills districts, “I 
see no justification for their inclusion as partially Excluded areas. 
They are not fit for rugh and tumbling political life and they are 
very isolated districts”. 

The House of Commons accepted the recommendations 
of the Government of India on 25 th February, 1935. An address 
was presented to His Majesty an order-in-council be made in 
the form of the Draft laid down before the Parliament on January. 
It was agreed to an order-in-council was made on 1935 which 
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was declared (a) the Naga Hills district, the North Cachar Hills 
district and present Arunachal Pradesh were Excluded totally 
(b) the Mikir Hills district and Garo Hills districts were Excluded 
as Partially Excluded areas within the meaning of the 
Government of India Act. ,1935. 

The Rules of the Mikir Hills Tract was also repealed on 
29 th March, 1937 by the Government of India under section 6 
of the schedule district Act, 1874 for the Administration of 
General, Police, Criminal justice and Criminal Rules in the Mikir 
Hills Tract. Accordingly, Mouzadars and Sarkari Gaonburas were 
appointed as representative to the state Government to help in 
the village level administration, and also to supplement the 
previous rules. 

THE FIRST EVER A REPRESENTATIVE FROM THE 
MIKIR HILL S TO THE PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT, 
1937: 

It was Khor Sing Terang long cherished desire to venture 
into social and political domains which he administering Mouza 
after his father’s demise. And historic event in the Mikir society 
to place when Khor sing Terang was elected as a Member of the 
Provincial council defeating his arch-rival Thengkur sing Engti 
in the Elec ion, 1937 where the only Sarkari Gaonburas were 
entitled with the right to franchise it.

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(In the year 1919, Rev. William Ralph Hutton ar¬ 
rived at Guwahati: The next year he began his work 
among the Karbis from the Nowgoan base. It was Hutton 
who worked for the longer* period as a missionary in 
Karbi Anglong and made a lo+ of contributions to Karbi 
literature in particular . He translated, revised and pub¬ 
lished quite a number of books in Karbi.In 1934 he 
published a Karbi hymnal and had it reprinted in 1951. 
The New Testament was printed in parts with the assis¬ 
tance of the British and Foreign Bible Society, and in 
1952 The Oiu Testament was also printed. He revised 
The New Testament in 1953 and in the next year he 
printed the wuole Bible . He also published and printed 
Pilgrim's Progress in 1948 and wrote a guidebook on 
how to use Clow's Conrerdence in 1953. Apart from 
these , he published many gospel tracts and schooVbooks. 
He was much ii terested in promoting Christian educa¬ 
tion through literature and institutions. In 1954 he took 
retirement and returned to America.) 

The first publication was bring out at Surjya Press, 
Nowgaong and the Editor md Publisher was W.R. Hutton and 
the next publication was made at Janambhumi Press, Jorhat, the 
Editor and publisher was Rev. M. J. Chance and it was sponsored 
by American Christian Missonary. 
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WORLD WAR-11,1939: 

During the reign of Bura Lindok Ronghang the World 
War-II was broke out in the year 15 th March, 1939. It was the 
war of revenge. The treaty of Versataile had in its the germ of 
the war 1939. Germany was badly treated. She was forced to 
sign the treaty at point of Bayonet and treaty itself was based on 
the spirit of revenge. 

The war ended when Japan surrendered unconditionally 
by bombing of Atom bomb in Hirusima on 6 th August, 1945 and 
then again in Nagasaki Japan 9 th August, 1945. This war had not 
been any impact on the life of the Mikir people. 

THE VISIT OF SIR ROBERT REID, GOVERNOR OF 
ASSAM (1937-1940): 

When the World War-II was fighting the Governor of 
Assam, Sir Robert Reid visited Mohendijua, with passage of 
time, a memorable day in the history of the Mikir tribe occurred. 
A day for Mikirs to reckon is one of the auspicious days in their 
history. It was in the year 1940 the Governor of Assam Sir Robert 
Reid set out to travel through the tracks and terains of Assam 
where Mikirs predominantly inhabited with a view to assessing 
untold misery and sufferings of the Mikir people. He started 
his adventurous tour on foot from first November 1940 and 
walked inaccessible hilly tracks of Diphu, Mohendijua and 
Malasi et;. which took him 14 (fourteen) days to complete his 
tiresome, tedious and danger-ridden journey. On the nemorable 
day of 19 th November, 1940 which was Tuesday delighted and 
expectant Mikir villagers foil hard to the best of their capacity 
in gathering straws and bamboos erected a temporary makeshift 
accomodable house to honour the Governor with the facility of 
shelter for few days Khor Sing Terang was the person who asked 
the villagers to make arrangement for the Excellency who was 
visiting their villages. As Khor Sing Terang knew that the visit 
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of Governor had much political importance, he grabbed the 
opportunity of his visit Khor Sing Terang consulted with other 
prominent Mikir leaders, he oftem did whatever important steps, 
and decision were to be taken, to convey a public rally with the 
approval of those leaders he immediately convey a rally. The 
auspicious gathering was graced by the presence of the then Sub- 
divisional Officer, Jahirul Haque, Golaghat Sub-division. During 
the course of the meeting, representative of Mikir people late 
Semson Sing Engti, a public leader of much acclaimed, and 
social worker had a memorandum in a beautifully made basket 
of bamboo canes; the memorandum which narrated fully of the 
misery that had been perenially striking the Mikir people; in 
which various hopes and aspirations of the Mikir were 
highlighted, for which a need for a separate district was 
demanded in no uncertain terms. When the opportunity came 
later Semson Sing Engti handed the basket containing the 
memorandum to the Governor. As there was no literate man 
during those days around, a Cotton collegiate of B.A 1 st year 
Jotson Rongpi was to read out the memorandum publicly in the 
massive rally. The memorandum was clear and strong worded 
and very well draft. It highlighted the unending problems of the 
Mikir people faced for years; emphasis was laid on the absence 
of communication facility and various other cases which drifted 
Mikir tribe towards backwardness and misery. Besides, the 
memorandum centered on the necessity of Mikir tribe to 
have a separate district which they have been deprived 
them, from the Government inspite of facilitation the other 
tribes like Nagas, Khasis, Jaintias and Mizos with separate 
districts. During the fourteen days time late Semson Sing Engti 
and Song Bey got enough time to explain the Governor about 
the existing socio-economic and political state of the Mikir 
people. Khor Sing Terang could not be with the Governor’s 
journey of fourteen days within the hilly tracks area of Mikir 
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inhabitation as his health was not in the condition to be in the 
journey. He was of ill health, and so he returned from the camp 
where he was with other leaders of his time. On the other hand, 
the Governor who understood the genuine hardships and 
sufferings the Mikir people had to feel that a separate district 
for the Mikir tribe was needed as the appeal in the memorandum 
with the passage of time the demands for separate district on 
the part of Mikir people living in every part of Assam gained 
momentum and the Governor was repeatedly approved by the 
prominent Mikir leaders of the time to facilitate the Mikir people 
with a separate district. 

In this regard Terang relied heavily on Late Semson Sing 
Engli on whom he had hill confidence. Semson Sing Engti was 
then entrusted with the responsibility of demanding a separate 
district for the tribal people. Engti was given much importance 
during that period, he was assured with all financial requirements 
which would be necessary for his frequent trips from Shillong 
to Delhi in order to get the hope and aspirations of the people 
materialised i.e. the creation of a separate district. It is known 
from some of the closed collegues that Terang was so popular 
while he was the Member of Provincial Legislative council 
among Mikir people that time never felt the necessity except 
‘Member’ for introduction. 

On that auspicious occasion the Mikir leaders also 
submitted to the Governor and the excerpts was as below:- 


To, 

H.E. SIR ROBERT REID, K.C.S.I, K.C.I.E, I.C.S. 
GOVERNOR OF ASSAM, - 
CAMP:MOHENDUUA, MIKIR HILLS, ASSAM. 
DATED, MIKIR HILLS, THE 28 th OCTOBER, 

1940. 
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May it please your Excellency, 

We the Mikir people numbering nearly a Lac and a half 
beg most humbly and respectfully to accord YOUR 
EXCELLENCY a most hearty and cordial welcome on the 
occasion of your Excellency’s gracious visit to our hills that 
have not hitherto been graced by any August Homage like your 
Excellency, and we take this opportunity of your Excellency’s 
visit to convey through your Excellency the sincere Homage 
and loyal devotion of our Mikir people to their Gracious 
Majesties. The king Emperor and the Queen Empress and 
earnestly pray for their sound health, long live, peace and 
happiness and the welfare of their Empire at this troubleous time. 

Your Excellency, words fail to express how happy and 
fortunate we the Mikirs feel today for the opportunity so kindly 
allowed to us to offer our ruler in our own humble way this 
address of welcome in the midst of the Hills - the sweet abode 
of the Mikirs. Cut off from the civilized world, isolated as we 
are, Your Excellency, we the Mikirs may fail to accord you a 
proper and suitable welcome but we earnestly hoped that 
sincerity of our hearts will ensure the sincerity our purpose. 
Your Excellency, on this auspicious occassion, first of all, we 
the Mikirs who have been kept in perpetual subordination by 
their progressive neighbours be to express our deep gratitude 
to your Excellency for taking in for the first time a Mikir 
Representative in the Provincial Legislature an act which has 
not only received appreciation from Mikir people but has also 
worked as a incentive among the Mikir youths for improving 
the status of their tribe; and we sincerely hope that however 
busily engaged your Excellency would be graciously pleased to 
bear in mind the deplorable condition of the Mikirs due to 
complete isolation in the jungle area of the hills and further be 
pleased to redress to their legitimate grievances as embodied 
in the memorial annexed herewith. 
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Your Excellency, our heart is too full of gratitude for the 
patient hearing your Excellency has so kindly given us. It is our 
earnest request and sincere prayer to the Almighty Father that 
he may grant Your Excellency sound health and long life and 
May Your Excellency continues to the immense benefit.

/I certificate of appreciation 
to a village Head man by his Excellency, 
Sir Robert Reid , Governor of Assam. 
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SIR ANDREW COURLIE CLAW, GOVERNOR OF ASSAM 
ATDENGAON: 

With expiry of the tenure of Sir Robert Reid’s 
Governorship Sir Andrew Courlie Claw was designated as the 
Governor of Assam on April, 1942. He decided to have thorough 
knowledge about the socio-economic condition of various tribes 
in Assam; besides, having stock of the mode of living of the 
tribal people. With this view in mind he decided to tour through 
the tracks and areas of Assam where tribal people inhabited 
predominantly, he also took initiative in knowing about the 
appeals made in the memorandum which was submitted to his 
precedessor, Sir Robert Reid. Knowing about the memorandum 
already submitted to Sir Robert Reid by the Mikir leaders Sir 
Andrew Courlie Claw decided to come and stay for a day with 
his family at Dengaon. When the Governor arrived at Dengaon, 
Khor Sing Terang Was still the only Member of Legislature of 
the Mikir people. Khor Sing Terang along with the social 
reformer Semson Sing Engti, who was spearheaded the demand 
for a separate district, besides many village headman and Sarkari 
gaonburas namely Kuma Timung, Chalut Ingleng and Chanker 
Teron etc. and manyhighly esteemed and respected people of 
the Mikir society went and visited the Governor at Dengaon and 
expressed their heartfelt gratitude the Governor for his visit. 
On the occasion of the Governor visit Khor Sing Terang, M.L.C., 
Semson Sing Engti and Song Bey submitted a memorandum to 
His Excellency appealing him to create a separate district to 
fulfill the long standing hopes and aspirations of the Mikir 
people. Though the Governor did not give any assurance to them 
on the creation of separate district. However his wife gave a 
hint that in future there was the possibility of a separate district. 
This was stated by some prominent figures of the time 
remembering the visit of Sir Andrew Claw at Dengaon. 
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THE SECOND VISIT OF GOVERNOR OF ASSAM TO 
LANKA, NOWGAONG DISTRICT.: 

“ANADRESS OF WELCOME 
OF HIS EXCELLENCY 

SIR ANDREW COURLE CLAW, M.A., K.C.S.I, I.C.S. 
Your Excellency, 

We, the Mikir people, who are in every respect backward 
and neglected, feel most encouraged by your Excellency and 
Lady Claw’s presence in our midst today. We have assembled 
today to offer our hearty welcome and homage to your 
Excellency and Lady Claw with pervant hopes that our long-felt 
grievances will receive your Excellency’s glorious regime of 
most difficult time is going to terminate in May next, yet, we 
hope, that before your Excellency’s departure from Assam, your 
Excellency will have opportunities to initiate measures for the 
amelioration of the conditions of our Mikir tribe for that we 
shall always pray for your Excellency’s prosperity and long life. 

The country is passing through a most critical time in 
the political history of India. Every minority community is fully 
alert of the situation and asserting their best for their own 
political safeguards. The Mikirs as well have strongly organized 
themselves to voice their feelings through their only All Assam 
Association, called ‘Karbi-A-Durbar’. We humbly nray to Your 
Excellency to give due recognisation to the aforesaid 
Association, so that in the matter of framing the coming 
Constitution of the country, the Association is consulted. 

Your Excellency is aware that the Mikir people are living 
in areas where there are scanty educational, medical and 
agricultural facilities. Communication as compared to with rest 
of the province is nil. So we most humbly pray that immediate 
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steps are taken to better the conditions prevailing in these areas. 

It is general oponion of the coun try that the backward 
tribes requires proctection and protective rules in the Hills. 
But, we have come to know that there is proposal for the 
abolition of Chin Hills Regulations. If that is done, we pray 
that some other rules or regulation shoud be substituted for 
safegaurding the interest and existence of the illiterate and 
ignorant Mikir people.

THE GENERAL ELECTION, 1942: 

The General Election of the country had re-elected Khor 
Sing Terang in the triangular contest among Late Semson Sing 
Engti, Khor Sing Terang and Biren Teron. As a legislator served 
the Mikir people with full dedication and sincerity. 

KABON TIMUNGPI: 

Kabon Timungpi was bom at Umpanai, West Mikir Hills. 
Her father’s name was Mon Timung and mother’s name was 
Karik Kropi. Mon Sing Timung was doctor by Profession and 
shifted to Jowai, Khasi and Jaintia Hills. Kabon Timungpi was 
first graduate from the Mikir community. She later married with 
a Khasi Barrister named Williamson Khongman and permanently 
settled in Shillong, Khasi and Jaintia Hills. Latterly she is 
popularly known as Bonniely Khongman. 

The Government of India Act. 1935 provided for the 
representation of woman by reservation of a seat in the Assam 
Legislative Assembly from Shillong constituency, because there 
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was greater number of women in the Constituency than in any 
other constituencies. That Act also permitted woman to contest 
election not only for the reserved seat but also general seat. 

In 1937 two tribals women were contested the reserved 
seat, Bomila Diengdoh and Miss Maris Donn. Both of them 
contested as Independent candidates.

THE FORMATION OF KARBI-A-DORBAR, 1945: 

It is admittedly a fact that mobilization of public opinion 
together with the collective endeavour of the people are 
indispensable factor which work as the potential force behind 
the creation of separate district. In a democracy thsese factors 
are taken into the consideration. They cannot be besides lived, 
because it goes against the basic principle of democracy. A leader 
who would singled handedly strive for the creation of a separate 
district for the Mikir people will not succeed in him such as an 
attempt goes against the very principles of the constitution of 
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our country. Therefore, :’t becomes very essential to form a 
platform where the opinion of the people could be moulded; 
from where it could be p erceived the direction to which the 
public opinion moves. The farsighted Mikir leaders existed then, 
strived hard to convince * le people that the formation of an 
organization was of utmost important in which they succeeded 
by forming an organization 1 /ith which there is intrinsic relation 
of the newly formed district A glimpse of facts is necessary to 
state in this context. 

During those days sc on after the resignation of Late 
Semson Sing Engti from le Government service, some 
prominent Mikir personalities ts well as the leaders of the Mikir 
people started communica te with one another with sole 
objective of having a discuss:,on on the future of the Mikir 
people; and tc arrive at a concrete decision on the course of 
steps to be taken thereafter. T: “ active competent and hard 
working leaders of that time Khcr Sing Terang, Thengkur Sing 
Engti, Song Bey and Semson Sing Engti. As a sequel to their 
persistent discussions on various occasions and their unyielding 
efforts a primary level meeting was held at Golaghat in the 
residence of Thengkur Sing Engti, 1945. It is worthwhile to 
mention here that Song Bey came in close contact with Thengkur 
Sing Engti while he was serving in the Golaghat Dispensary as 
Compounder. As sequence of the primary level meeting held to 
the formation of great grand and strongest organization of the 
Mikir people named ‘Karbi-A-Dorbar’ (Mikir great 
organization) formed, 1946.

About the formation of the formost Mikir public 
organization Song Bey, remarked, “As the Mikirs were scattered 
through out the vast region of North-East there was no a way to 
unite them. The Mikir people could not be organized a proper 
society as they left in such a person who could be their able 
representative and commanding leader”. 

Following a detailed and threadbare disscusions on all 
pertinent issues by the prominent and leading leaders of the Mikir 
people, besides of the co-operation of delegates who attended 
the meeting from the Mikir populated Mouzas, an unanimously 
decision was arrived at Kothalguri, Nowgaong in 1946 the 
meeting adopted a historic resolution to form the great 
organization. 

The year 1946 the marked of the greatest events in the 
history of the Mikir society; it was the year when the first 
seesion of Karbi-A-Dorbar was convened at Havaipur near a 
Mikir populated village. Dipur situated on the bank of Era Kopili 
about 9k.m. to the south of Hojai. In that historic session many 
Mikir people from the various part of North-East region were 
invited. The auspicious session was graced by the presence of 
dignatories and honourable personalilities worthmentioning of 
whom were the then Rabinram Khound, Deputy Commissioner, 
Nowgaong district, Bondhuram Kachari, Inspector of Schools, 
Nowgaong district, Mohendra Deb Goswami, M.L.A. and 
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Mohendra Nath Hazarika, Ex-Minister of Assam. Besides, nine 
to ten Dolois and Mouzadars from the bordering areas of Khasi 
and Jaintia Hills and the South-East Fronitier of Nowgaong and 
Kamrup Districts attended the session. The first session of the 
Karbi -A-Dorbar was presided over by an Educationist, Mohendra 
Deb Goswami of Nowgaong district. 

THE GENERAL ELECTION, 1946. 

THE DEPUTY SPEAKER: 

In 1946 for the reserved seat for woman, Shillong 
constituency there were four candidates Bonniely Khongman 
nominated by the Congress was elected by an absolute majority 
of the Votes polled, Khongman 1454 votes out of 2878 votes 
polled, Khongman before her election had no experience in 
practical politics. She was a Head Mistress of a High School in 
Shillong. Bonniely Khongman became the Deputy Speaker of 
the Assam Assembly after her election as M.L.A. 

THE FIRST EVER INRODUCTION OF MIKIR 
LANGUAGE IN PRIMARY LEVEL OF ASSAM. 

1949 00 : 


It is worthmentioning that the first ever the Mikir 
language was taught in Primary level of Assam, 1949-50 by the 
utmost endeavour of the Missionary Organisation of Assam. 
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ELECTED AS AN M.P. 

Before 1952 no woman from the whole of North-East 
India was elected to the Central Legislature. For the first time 
in 1952 two ladies Shrimoti Bonniely Khongman and Shrimoti 
Rani Manjula Devi contested for a seat in Loka Sabha, the house 
of the people. Shrimoti Bonniely Khongman was a member of 
the Assam Legislative Assembly from 1946 to 1952. In 1952 
she was nominated by Congress for the reserved seat for the 
hills tribals. Khongman had to contest against the two rivals 
Donalson Basan, Wilson Reade and Khongman polled 59,326 
votes out of 1,99,663 ’ otes polled. 

PANEL OF CHAIRMAN: 

She was the Panel of the Chairman from 1952-57. 

MEMBER OF UNITED NATIONS ORGANISATION 
(U.N.O): 

Bonniely Khongman as an M.P. became Member of 
United Nations Organisation (U.N.O) of the Indian delegation 
to the 10 th General Assembly of the United Nations Organisation, 
1955. 

AS A.P.S.C. CHAIRMAN: 

As an MLA she became the Chairman of the Assam Public 
Service Commission (A.P.S.C.) from 1946-51. 

THE CHAIRMAN OF UNION PUBLIC SERVICE 
COMMISSION (U.P.S.C.), 1962-70: 

As an MP Bonniely Khongman became the Chairman of 
the Union Public Service Commission (U.P.S.C.), 1962-70. 

She also became the Chairman of the Nagaland Pay 
Commission (N.P.C.), 1973-74. 

MEMORANDUM SUBMITTED TO THE GOVERNOR OF 
ASSAM, SHILLONG: 

After formation of the Karbi-A-Dorbar first 
memorandum for separate district for the Mikir people was 
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4 submitted to the Governor of Assam, Shillong on 18 th May, 1947 

at Shillong by the Karbi-A-Dorbar. 

ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF KARBI-A-DORBAR HELD 
AT KHATOMARI, DUAR AMLAMOUZA, 1948: 

The third Annual Conference of the Karbi-A-Dorbar was 
held at Khatomari, Duar Amla, 1948 after demise of Semson 
Sing Engti, General Secretary, Karbi-A-Dorbar and that very 
meeting was presided over by Har Sing Engti, Assistant Secretary 
of the Adorbar. 

During that meeting it was informed to the inclusion of 
boundary to new created District. Members of Karbi-A-Dorbar 
that the memorandum demanding for a separate Hills district 
for Mikir people submitted to the Governor earlier by Adorbar 
was accepted for consideration and the people attended meeting 
were applauding for it. 

SEMSON SING ENGTI: 

Semson Sing Engti was the founder of Mikir Hills (Karbi 
Anglong). He was bom and brought up at Golaghat. His father’s 
name was Thengkur Sing Engti and interpreter by profession in 
the office of Deputy Commissioner, Golaghat and mother name 
was Ruth Timungpi. He had graduated from Murichand College, 
Dhaka now Bangladesh in 1937. He was the first graduate from 
the Mikir community. At first he was serving as Inspector of 
Schools. Thengkur Sing Engti had four sons namely Semson Sing 
Engti, Lowrence Engti, Rowland Engti and Protap Engti was a 
stalwart by his own merit. Eldest Semson was the founding father 
of Karbi Anglong district. Next to him, Lowrence was the one 
who moved a petition in the Supreme Court as a result of which 
tribals were exempted from paying Income Tax. Third brother, 
Rowland was in the Royal Indian Air Force and had taken part in 
the Second World War sorties. Last of the four, Pratap, whose 
wife Verna was awarded the Padmashri, pioneered cashew 
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cultivation in the Garo Hills. And had two daughters namely 
Jonaki Engtipi, Meena Engtipi and Semson had three sons namely 
Pavan Sing Engti, I.A.S., Topon Engti, Doctor by profession and 
Ananda Engti, Police Inspector.

SONG BEY: 

Song Bey was bom at Chekso Anglong, Bokaghat, 
Golaghat in 1905. His father’s name was Sarbe Bey and his 
mother’s name was Kabon Kilingpi. But his father died on his 
childhood days and therefore became an orphan. His mother 
later re-married. He had four brothers Shri Bogaram Terang also 
his brother (step mother side). The father and mother were a 
Baptist Christians. He was studied at Golaghat Missionary 
School and read upto Class-IX and he had completed his 
educational life. At first he had served as Compounder and later 
as Interpreter in the Office of the Deputy Commissioner, 
Golaghat. 
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In 1937 he married with Manai Timungpi. Her native 
village was Bamuni Sikari gaon. He had three sons and two 
daughters. When he was serving in the office 
of the Deputy Commissioner, Golaghat came 
in close contact with Thengkur Sing Engti. 
The present Deithor M.E. School, Deithor 
Dispensary and Nilip Block office was his 
contribution. 

SONG BEY 

Executive Member of Karbi-A-Dorbar 
who actively participated for the 
demand of separate Hills District for 
the Karbi people. 

BIRTH OF A NEW DISTRICT, 1951: 

The Congress coalition Ministry formed 
by Late Loka Priya Gopinath Bordolai on 
September, 19,1938. And he became the first 
Chief Minister of Assam during the yoke of 
the British rule in India. Late Khor Sing Terang also became the 
first Member of Legislative council of the Provisional 
Government as per the provision of the Sibsagar, Nowgaong and 
Mikir Hills Tracts on 29 th March, 1937. 

The demand for separate district for the inhabitants of 
hilly tracks of Mikir Hills and North Cachar Hills under the 
leadership of Thengkur Sing Engti, Khor Sing Terang. M .L.C., 
Song Bey and Semson Sing Engti together with other prominent 
figures of that time whose contributions were not the least, the 
then Government considered the continuous and persistent 
urging of the people of the hilly region; their hope and aspirations 
highlighted in various memorandum submitted in various public 
rallies held as genuine and worth considering. At the twilight of 
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the British rule in India a decision was taken in this regard which 
is considered a milestone in the history of Mikir nation. The 
contribution of Sir Robert Reid was a great importance. He 
" determined during his tenure to approve the creation of a district 
except any more on the demarcation of the district. With the 
progress of the move of creation of “United Mikir and North 
Cachar Hills:, the then Chief Minister of Assam, Loka Priya 
Gopinath Bordoloi proposed for the creation of a new district 
comprising of Mikir populated hilly tracks and areas including 
the northern part of the Cachar district. The Mikir Hills district 
was created with inclusion of parts of Nagaon, Sibsagar and 
Khasi-Jaintia districts in 1950. On the decision of the boundary 
of newly created district was officially notified as follows: 

“A Mikir Hills district was created in 1950 with areas 
then forming Mikir Hills tract, parts of Nagaon, Sibsagar and 
United Khasi and Jaintia Hills”. Vide Govt, of Assam 
Notification No. TAD/R/31/50 dtd. 17.11.51. 

BOUNDARY COMMISSION FOR MIKIR HILLS 
DISTRICT: 

A Commission was constituted as provided under clause 
(b) read with clause (e) of sub paragraph (3) of Paragraph 1 of 
the Sixth Schedule to the Constitution of India. The district 
boundary of Mikir Hills was Notified vide Govt. No. TAD/R/ 
31/50/151 dtd. 13.04.51 as per recommendation of the above 
committee”. 

A boundary Commission was formed with Moti Barah, 
the then Finance Minister of Assam as its Chairman. The first 
meeting of the boundary Commission was held at Golaghat Local 
Board Office. Semson Sing Engti and Song Bey attended the 
meeting, and in course of discussion they put forward some 
places as claimed areas namely Dolamara and Malasi of Golaghat 
district, and Punja Borpather, Duaramla and Arhi kelok of 
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Nowgaong districts. But no concrete decision could be arrived 
and next meeting was fixed to hold at Shillong. 

The second time of the boundary commission was held 
at Shillong, but the members of the Karbi-A-Dorbar could not 
be present due to sudden demise of Semson Sing Engti on 28 ,h 
February, 1948. However, they sent telegraphic message to 
Shillong requesting the chairman of the Commission to be 
considered their claimed. The meeting however finally resolved 
to declare the boundary of new district excluding Punja 
Borpathar, Arhi kelok and Dalimbari. The district boundary of 
Mikir Hills was Notified Vide. No. TAD/R/31/50/151 dated 
13.4.51 as per recommendation of the above commission. 

FORMATION OFTRIBAL SUB-COMMITTEE, 1947: 

The Tribal Sub-Committee was formed on 24 th October, 
1947 with Gopinath Bordoloi, Chief Minister, Assam as its 
Chairman. The members of Karbi -A-Dorbar submitted a 
memorandum to the Chief Minister during his visit to Dimapur 
and Lumding for more inclusion of claimed areas to new 
district. 

SELECTION OF HEAD QUARTER: 

With the declaration of the creation of a new district a 
hectic discussion for the establishment of district head quarter 
was going on. The prominent leaders of the time including Khor 
Sing Terang, M.L.C. and Song Bey proposed the name of a 
number of venues in the discussion. The name of the places like 
Diphu, Haflong, Tarabasa, Havaipur, Dengaon and Siloni surfaced 
in the discussion. The name of Ramthepi as the probable venue 
of the head quarter was also on the list of the places mentioned 
for discussion. 

Khor Sing Terang, M.L.C. gave the name of Siloni which 
is at a distance of 26 K.M.s away from the present headquarter, 
Diphu, in many round of discussions, he came out with certain 
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impeaceable arguments in favour of Siloni urging for the creation 
of the district headquarter; according to him. It was against the 
will of the people to establish the head quarter at Diphu. He 
also opined that there were various inconveniences and 
difficulties for which Diphu should not be selected for the venue 
of the district head quarter. Some contemporaries of Terang were 
of the opinion that differences of opinion arose among the 
leading leaders and the prominent leaders of Karbi-A-Dorbar 
on the issue of selecting a suitable place for the establishment 
of district head quarter. 

At last Amiya Kumar Das, the then Education Minister, 
Assam was invited to Diphu and he declared Diphu as the 
permanent head quarter of the district considering the 
importance of Railway communication for head quarter. 

POLITICAL HISTORY OF MIKIR HILLS DISTRICT: 
POST DISTRICT COUNCIL PERIOD: 

On January 3 rd 1951 the Annual Conference of Karbi-A- 
Dorbar was held at Kuligaon in Boijan mouza where C.S. Booth, 

I.C.S., the Special Oficer also attended there. According to the 
notification of the Governor of Assam he had collected the 
names of person who would be the members of the Advisory 
Committee for the formation of the Mikir Hills District Council 
which would be inaugurated in 1952. The collected names of 
the following persons were sent to the Governor of Asaam, 
Shillong:-

And constituted the Executive Committee by the 
Governor with those selected member^. The committee was kept 
pending for full one year term from the first April, 1951 to 22 nd 
June, 1952. 

THE CREATION OF WEST MI KIR HILLS LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY CONSTITUENCY, 1952: 

In 1952 created two Legislative Assembly 
Constituencies of Assam namely East Mikir Hills and West 
Mikir Hills Legislative Assembly Constituencies. For the first 
time of its history Nihang Rongphar was elected as M.L.C. from 
Mikir Hills West Constituency.

BEGINNING OF THE DISTRICT COUNCIL 
ADMINISTRATION, 1952. 

THE FIRST MEMBERS OF THE DISTRICT COUNCIL: 

After the creation of United Mikir & North Cachar Hills 
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on 17 ,h November, 1952, C.S. Booth was entrusted with the 
responsibility as the Special Officer until the District Council 
was formally declared as formed. An Autonomous District 
Council was constituted on 23 rd June, 1952 with sixteen 
members of whom four were nominated members. Late Khor 
Sing Terang was elected as the Chief Executive Member, shortly 
after which the District Council took the oath. It was conducted 
by the then Special Officer C.S. Booth, I.C.S. The names and 
posts of the Executive Committee of the newly formed District 
Council was as follows:-

It is worthmentionable that the Deputy Commissioner 
acted as Ex-Officio Chairman upto 1957. The inaugural function 
of the Mikir Hills Autonomous Council was fixed on 23 rd June, 
1952. The function was inaugurated by Bishnuram Medhi, the 
then Chief Minister of Assam, and also performed the oath taking 
ceremony of the members who were nominated by the Governor 
of Assam as members of the Mikir Hills Autonoumous Council. 
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On the first of that very day Khor Sing Terang was elected as 
first Chief Executive Member, Mikir Hills Autonomous Distinct 
Council. 

Subsequent formation of the Executive Committee of 
the Mikir Hills Autonomous Council the work of re-organisaion 
of its constituencies was war 
footing.

THE FIRST MEMBERS OF MIKIR HILLS DISTRICT 
COUNCIL: 

1. KHOR SING TERANG, CEM (1952-1955): 

Khor Sing Terang was the first Chief Executive Member 
of Mikir Hills District Council. He was a good politician. His 
dealing with his colleagues was polite and sympathised to all 
common men. He tried his level best to help his people in all 
respects. He observed that the hills people too distressed in 
livelihood due to low income from jhum cultivation. Moreover, 
he had observed that the system of jhum cultivation had been 
destroying a huge forest property in practice caused 
unacceptable lost of revenue. Therefore, he had imposed a 
phasewise ban on shifting cultivation in hilly areas so as to 
increase some sources and for that purpose three surveillant 
officers designated as the Development Officer were appointed 
on 1953. The duty of the officer was to survey the families who 
were livir g in hill areas to bring them down afk r providing 
proportionate land in the plain areas for their , jrmanent 
inhabitation. But unfortunately, he could not complete the 
scheme during his tenure as Chief Executive Member.Kh^r Sing 
Terang had the nature to give away things to others with an open 
mind, and also very much interested to entertain guests. All most 
all the meal time he seated with 15 to 20 guests in dinning hall 
and took meal with them pleasantly. During his tenure is Chief 
Executive Member there was no corrupt practice in all respects,

particularly in the administration of the District council. But he 
accepted 450 families of Pakistani refugees as quota which the 
other hil ls districts of Assam did not accept it. Therefore, the 
Nagaland, IChasi & Jaintia Hills, Garo Hills, North Cachar Hills 
and Lusai Hills free from this problem till today. It was his 
political short sightedness and immature political experience 
that the district had to bear the unenduring problem of it.

After sacking out for one;year.^e was too re-elected from 23 rd 
June, 1975 to 3 rd December, 1&57. He was also two years termed 
as Chief Executive Member. : 

. In his time it was transparent aqd .clear in administration. 
No corrupt practice could be. found in all-respects. He had always 
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used to say to his colleagues not to attach black stain in the 
field of administration. But to be straight forward he had 
reaffirmed some defective works of shifting Jhum cultivation 
schemes introduced in the hills areas during his tenure. 

A large number of refugees from Pakistan had come and 
concentrated in the Nomati mouza of the Mikir Hills district 
during the tenure of Nihang Rongphar, Chief Executive Member. 
So he tried to evict them from the district, except 450 families. 
In this regard he requested to sanction para-military forces for 
the puipose. The sanction was made and subsequently he started 
the eviction in 1956 with the small contingent of the forces, but 
could not carry it out properly and to stop it forthwith. 

Nihang Rongphar left his post of Chief Executive 
Member for Chatra Sing Teron for one year from 24 1 * 1 May, 
1956 to 23 rc * May, 1957. However he was again re-elected as 
Chief Executive Member on January, 1957, and re-started the 
eviction which was remained incomplete. To succeed it he gave 
pressure to the Assam Government and it was too sanctioned by 
the government then sent to Samuguri where camp was 
established. 

In Such situation, Biresh Mishra, C.P.I. (ML) leader had 
instigated the refugees not to leave the place, but to fight against 
the Mikir Hills District Council as well as the people of the 
district. S o the captain of the forces did not take up the eviction 
at that moment and stopped it again forthwith. Di ing his time 
he had completed the work of the village organisation under the 
scheme of shifting cultivation. 

Nihang Rongphar was removed from the post by the no- 
coi.fident motion on 3 rc * December, 1957.Nihang Rongphar was 
bom in 1920 at Klobor little distance from Kasojan under 
Duardikharu mouza. He began his three Rs. education at 
Jamunamukh L.P. School, Nowgaong district. He passed M.E. 
School from there. He had received scholarship for merit. He

Dr. Rajendra Prasad , first President of India , visited

District by special train on 27 th April , 1953 and a 
meeting was held in his honour near Railway Station 
at present near by A.R.O. office , Diphu. 


CHATRASINGTERON (1956-1957): 

Chatra Sing Teron was at First elected as member of 
District Council from Nomati Constituency. And he became the 
Chief Executive Member after Nihang Rongphar. Later he had 
been elected as member of Legislative Assembly from 16 
Howraghat L. A. Constituency and also became T. A.D. Minister, 
Assam from 1957 to 1978. The construction of the Karbi Bhavan 
at Silpukhuri in Guwahati was his contribution to the Karbi 
people. 
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Chatra Sing Teron was elected as the Chief Executive 
Member on 3 rc * December’ 1957 and resigned from the post on 
25** 1 June’ 1962. During his tenure as Chief Executive Member 
of Mikir Hills the eviction of the rufugees started by Nihang 
Rongphar was completed, 1962. He undertook the work of the 
village organization. 

BEGINNING OFTHE SEPARATE STATE MOVEMENT: 

During the tenure of Chandra Sing Teron as C.E.M, it 
was began the separate state movement. In, 1960 it was 
announced in the Assam Assembly that the Assamese Language 
would be the Official language in Assam State, and for which 
the Hills districts of Assam had opposed to the declaration and 
pleading not to impose it on the Hills districts of Assam. The 
objection was raised by the people of Khasi & Jaintia and Garo 
Hills districts and Barak valley. But the Assam Government 
ignored the demand as because the pro-Bengal people had been 
intending to introduce Bengali in place of Tribal language at the 
aim of creating a greater Bengal. In such situation the hills people 
were afraid of losing their languages and cultural identity. So 
they deeply felt to create a separate state and start movement to 
safeguard their culture and language identity. 

A Political platform was formed named “All Party Hills 
Leaders’ conference” (APHLC) in 1960 and started movement 
under the leadership of Captain Williamson Sangma and the 
demand for creation of the Hills State was revolutionized. The 
movement was participated by the then Garo Hills districts and 
Khasi & Jaintia Hills. Eight months later a group of leader 
namely John Engti Kathar, Basa Kathar, Devidlong Ing.n. 
Maniram Langneh and Raidang Engti, M.D.C. had joined the 
A.P.H.L.C. and enveloped the movement in the districts in the 
year 1961-62. the then Ruling party headed by Chatra Sing 
Teron, Minister, T. A.D. tried to sabotage the movement. 
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DHANIRAM RONGPI (25.6.1962-26.6.1962): 

In 1962 Chatra Sing Teron was sacked from the post of 
the Chief Executive Member on 25^ June, 1962 and Sri 
Dhaniram Rongpi became Chief Executive Member of the Mikir 
Hills district council on 26^ June, 1962. 

He was not elected Member of the District Council, but 
nominated by the Minister, Teron. He continued as the Chief 
Executive Member for 11 years without election. 

During the tenure of Rongpi as the Chief Executive 
Member, A.P.H.L.C. conference was held at Deithor under the 
leadership of Maniram Langneh and that meeting Barelong Terang 
also attended and joined to the conference for the first time. 
The meeting was attended by Stanly Nicols Roy, Darween Pugh 
and B.B. Lyngdoh and since then he actively participated in the 
separate state movement. 

THE FORMATION OF THE MIKIR HILLS DISTRICT 
UNIT OF A.P.H.L.C.: 

The District unit of A.P.H.L.C. was formed on 17^ 
September, 1965 and Barelong Terang was elected as its 
President and Shri Bapuram Singnar as its General Secretary, 
and the movement for separate state was continued. 

THE ANNUALCONFERENCE OF KARBI-A-DORBAR AT 
MANDULI, DHENTAGHAT, 1965: 

The Annual Conference of the Karbi-A-dorbar was held 
at Manduli, Dhentaghat in the month of April’ 1965. The Chief 
Guest of the meeting was Mohendra Mohan Choudhary, Forest 
Minister, Assam, on behalf of the Chief Minister, Bimola Prasad 
Chaliha, Assam. At that time, the members of the A.P.H.L.C. 
was protested for the meeting and they had resorted by destroying 
the pendal and arson of bridges and culverts of the road to register 
their protest for demand of Hills State. 

The Re-organization Act of Assam (Meghalaya) was 
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announced on the 13^ of January’ 1969 and the Annual 
Conference of the A.P.H.L.C. was held at Tura before the 
declaration. The secretary of the A.P.H.L.C. had read out the 
year long report in the session for information and discussion. 
The delegates of the Mikir Hills and North Cachar Hills districts 
had learnt from the report that Mikir Hills and North Cachar 
Hills were kept in the option. 

Based on the issue on option, Terang and Singnar had 
raised the issue and objected the decision taken by the delegates 
that they did not give pleasure on the Delhi Committee for 
removal of the option. 

After argument continued for sometime, the President 
Captain Williamson Singma gave a hope to the delegates of the 
Mikir Hills district that they would come to Diphu and very 
possible an attempt would be made to convince the M.D.C. s of 
the District council for collecting two third majority supporters 
from them as required by the rule as for removal of option. The 
delegates returned with disappointment. According to the advice 
of the President of A.P.H.L.C. Darween Pugh, and B.B. Lyngdoh 
came to Diphu twice and approached all M.D.C’s and Karbi 
leaders requested them to support in favour of Hills state, but 
totally failed. 

The Mikir Hills District unit of the All Party Hills 
Leaders Conference (A.P.H.L.C.) abandoned the Conference in 
1970 and formed the united Mikir and North Cachar Hills 
Leaders Conference as the alternative political organization, so 
that the separate state movement could be continued through it. 
But after fourteen months the leaders of North Cachar Hills 
neglected towards the organization. 

FORMATION OF PROGRESSIVE PARTY, 1970: 

The A.P.H.L.C Branch of Mikir Hills was defunct which 
was formed on 17^ September, 1965 after achievement of 
Meghalaya Autonomous State. 

The leaders of the Mikir Hills district alone had formed 
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the Progressive Party, 1970. The aim and object of the party 
was to keep alive the demand for separate state continued till 
achievement of it. The demand was going on and the reformations 
of Social works were also followed side by side with the 
movement for separate state. 

Barelong Terang and Shri Bapuram Singnar were elected 
as permanent President and Secretary respectively for the Party. 
Besides Political wing and other socio-economics organization 
like ‘The Mikir Hills Nationalist Liberation Organisation’ 
(M.N.L.O.), Jirsong Amei, Citizen Association’ and Karbi 
Students’ Association were formed. These units had been 
working to the society according to portfolios assigned to them 
by the Executive Committee. 

THE PROPOSAL ON NAGALAND MERGER, 1971: 

On account of frustration on separate state demand, the 
leaders of the party had decided to merge the Mikir Hills district 
with its contiguous areas to Nagaland. The leaders of the 
Progressive Party met the Adviser of the Home Minister, Govt, 
of India. Shn V.K. Sundaram when he came Assam to review the 
matter about the ‘State Re-organisation’. At that time the ‘Mikir 
Hills Nationalist Liberation Organisation’ had submitted a 
memorandum for granting a Separate State for Mikir hills and 
North Cachar Hills districts. 

In that connection, Sundaram had mentioned in his report 
that the portion of East Mikir Hills could be amalgamated with 
Nagaland. On that ground the Progressive Party had decided to 
join Nagaland, not partly but as a whole of the district. 

With regard to merging with Nagaland it had discussed 
with the leaders of the Naga National Council (N.N.C.) and the 
Chief Minister of Nagaland, Hokishe Serna for several round of 
talks. But they said that every facility could be provided as laid 
down in the Article 371 (A) of the Indian Constitution, except 
the power of the Mikir Hills District council. Therefore, the 
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leaders of the M.N.L.O. thought Jhat there would boa chance to 
exploit on the Mikirs without the special provision to safeguard. 
So, the leaders of the Party gave up the idea of Nagaland merger. 
The report of V.K. Sundaram on the matter of Assam-Nagaland 
Governments ended without any concrete result. 

NAMING THE MIKIR HILLS DISTRICT AS ‘KARBI 
ANGLONG’: 

During the tenure of Dhani Ram Rongpi as Chief 
Executive Member of Mikir Hills District council a resolution 
was moved by Raidang Engti, M.D.C. for renaming the Mikir’ 
Hills District as Karbi Anglong district’ and the first time a 
resolution was adopted and passed in the 76^ session of the 
then Mikir Hills District council on 11^ 1 March, 1970. 

THE REVIVAL OF SEPARATE STATE MOVEMENT, 1972: 

The demand for separate State revived in the year, 1972 
and the leaders of the Mikir Hills district approached to Shri 
B.K. Nehru, Governor of Assam at Shillong on 12^ April, 1972 
and also met Indira Gandhi, Prime Minister of India, New Delhi 
on 15** 1 May’1972 and submitted memorandum to them each 
of the same subject. Each of them had expressed the same issue 
that the delegation should have to come up with the opinion of 
two third majority of the elected members of the district council; 
the matter could not be considered legally. So the Party had 
failed in every step of their attempt for achieving the goal. 

FORMATION OFTERRORISM, 1971: 

In 1971 Election of the Parliament, Legislative 
Assembly and District councils was simultaneously held in 
the month of February, 1971. The Progressive Party was very 
hopeful to win the election by majority as mandate for 
the purpose of separate state movement for the people of

Mikir Hills district. So the party had nominated 19 candidates 
for the District council Election, and Barelong Terang and 
Shri Bapuram Singnar were contested for the Parliamentary 
and State Legislative Assembly. 

But they were defeated in the election except 
Bidyadhar Bora and Devinson Hanse were only elected as 
M.D.C. 

After defeat of the election, the members of the Party 
had seriously felt that it would not be possible to demand 
the Separate State through the democratic principle. 
Therefore, some young members of the party had determined 
to demand it through the cult of terrorism. 

The Mikir Hills Nationalist Liberation Organisation 
in order to terrorise the demand of the Separate State, Dor 
Sing Terang, Premeswar Ronghang, Shri. Sonaram Terang, Sri. 
Hari Kanta Ronghang, Sri Chandra Sing Teron, Sri. Lindok 
Ronghang, Sri Boronson Terang and Shri Har Sing Taro were 
dedicated to follow the path of terrorism for the achievement 
of the separate state. To succeed it, Shri Dor Sing Terang, 
Captain of the Party has convened a conclave at Langlokso 
the interior place to make self-determination and vowed for 
arm struggle for the achievement of separate state for the 
people of the Mikir Hills. The promissory document had also 
been distributed to all for signing on the note with their blood. 
But there was none to sign on the document. 

However, they started the movement by arson of some 
bridges. In this connection many young people had been 
arrested by the Police and remanded to police custody for 
detention. Therefore, they had exhausted and lost patient and 
courage to continue the movement. In this juncture however 
the Party had again attempted with the required their boldness 
for stepping forward and reaffirmed for the struggle of full- 
fledged state for the people of Mikir Hills District. 
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TRANSFERRED OF MORE POWERS TO THE DISTRICT 
COUNCILS OFASSAM AS ‘TRANSFERRED SUBJECTS’, 
1970: 

In the wake of the creation of the then Meghalaya 
Autonomous State by the Assam Re-organisation Act, 1969 
(Meghalaya), the people of Mikir Hills and North Cachar Hills 
was given the option either to join Meghalaya or to remain with 
Assam, and the Hills people opted to remain with Assam for 
more powers to the District councils.Accordingly the 
Government of Assam transferred vide state Government’s 
Notification No. TAD/H/1/53/70 Dated Shillong, the 30^ May, 
1970. 

JOY SING DOLOI, CEM (1972-1978): 

Joy Sing Doloi, became the Chief Executive Member of 
the Mikir Hills District council after Dhaniram Rongpi. He 
carried out the District council administration for seven years 
from 13 r( * December’ 1972 to 11^ 1 May’ 1978. During his tenure 
as the Chief Executive Member there was no worth mentionable. 
He carried out the administration as usual. 

During the tenure of Joy Sing Doloi, the Chief Executive 
Member, On 18^ February’ 1973 a delegation of the 
Progressive Party comprising five members namely Shri 
Longsodar Katharson, Shri Bapuram Singnar, Shri Roy Enghi, 
Shri Sar Sing Terang, Shri Nihang Teron and submitted a 
memorandum to Indira Gandhi, Prime Minister of India, New 
Delhi for granting a fullfledged state for the people of Mikir 
Hills. 

THE NAMING THE MIKIR HILLS DISTRICT AS ‘KARBI 
ANGLONG DISTRICT’, 1976: 

Consequent upon the proposal of the ‘Mikir Hills District 
Council a resolution moved by Raidang Engti, M.D.C. for 
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naming of the Mikir Hills district as ‘Karbi Anglong’ and 
subsequently r enamed by the special Gazette Notification No. 
TAD/4/115/7 i dated 16-10-76. 

THE ASSAM GENERAJL ELECTION, 1978: 

The political wave of Janata Party had engulfed the whole 
of Assam in May' 1978. In the election the Janata Party of Assam 
came out victory with overwhelming majority in th Assam 
Legislative Assembly and formed the Government in Assam with 
Shri. Golap Borbora, as the Chief Minister of Assam. 

In the District council election also came out victory 
with overwhelming majority and the non-coi gress Party formed 
the Mikir Hills (Karbi Anglong) District 'ouncil with the 
leadership of Khor Sing Bey as Chief Executive Membe:. 

KHOR SING BEY, C.E.M. (1978-79): 

Khor Sing Bey became the Chief Executive Member 
of the Karbi Anglong district Council after election of 
Assam among the new generation of the district. But he was 
sacked from the post after 12 months by No-confident 
motion on 28-07-79. 

After the election the members of the Karbi Anglong 
and North Cachar Hills district councils formed the 
‘Fulfleged Separate Demand Committee’ (S.S.L.C.) with 
following office bearers:-

In the election Barelong Terang, Shri Gandhiram 
Timung and Bilton G. Monmin was contested from Diphu, 
Howraghat and Bokajan as M.L.A. candidates and elected 
Shri Gandhiram Timung, Diphu and Sonaram Thousen North 
Cachar Hills and sworn as Cabinet Ministers of Assam, 
except Shri Longsodar Katharson. 

Barelong Terang took oath as State Minster after 
dropping out Shri. Gandhiram Timung from the post of the 
Minster. In the meantime, the Janata Government of Assam 
was dissolved on 19*" September’1979. Soon after 
dissolution of the Government the leaders of the Karbi 
Anglong and North Cachar Hills districts jointly organized 
and convened a meeting at Diphu club held on 18^ 
September’ 1979 for demanding the implementation of the 
Article-244 (A) of the Indian Constitution. 
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THE ADOPTION OFRESOLUTION ON ROMAN SCRIPTS 
FOR KARBI LANGUAGE: 

The historic resolution of adoption on Roman Script 
for Karbi Language was adopted and passed in the 114th 
Session of Karbi Anglong Autonomous District Council on 29th 
December, 1978 during the Chief Executive Member of Lt. 
Khorsing Bey. 

SHRIBIDYA SING ENGLENG, C.E.M. (1979-1989): 

Shri Bidya Sing Engleng became the Chief Executive 
Member of Karbi Anglong Autonomous District Council. Due 
to inactive of Karbi cultivators the land which had freed from 
mortgages at the time of Joy Sing Doloi, was now again grabbed 
by the Refugees and they wanted to sell the lands to them, even 
residential plots too for their daily needs. But the refugees could 
not do it due to the restrictions of selling land to other non 
Karbis. 

It was seen that all the remaining refugees in Assam came 
to Karbi Anglong for grabbing land. After imposition of that rules 
or Acts of the problems arising out of the land mortgage system 
of Karbi Anglong sorted out as because the Karbis were 
compelled to work on their fields. Mr. Engleng sincerely 
followed the directives of the Janata Government of Assam and 
stepped up towards the progress accordingly. However, after few 
years time the Janata Government in Assam defunct on 9 1 * 1 
September’1979. 

MORE POWERS TO THE DISTRICT COUNCILS OF 
ASSAM: 

It was phenomenon facts that an abortive demand of 
separate state for the people of Karbi Anglong was demanding 
on the several occasions by the different Political parties and 
non-political organizations and in this regard to subside the 
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demand the Government of Assam again made the entmstrheni , 
of powers to the District councils vide Govt. Notification No. 
HAD/218/77/15 Dated Dispur, the 11 ^ November’ 1979. - 

THE FOREIGN NATIONALS MOVEMENT IN ASSAM: 

In Assam the Foreign Nationals Movement was full swing 
under the leadership of Shri Prafulla Kumar Mahanta, the 
President of all Assam Students’ Union and Shri Bhrigu Kumar 
Phukan as its General Secretary for the deportation of 
Bangladesh Nationals from the Soil of Assam. In the meantime, 
the movement was ceased to be existed by the ‘Assam Accord’ 
on 14th August, 1985 between the Central Government headed 
by Rajiv Gandhi, the then Prime Minister of India and the leaders 
of the All Assam Students’ Union (AASU) led by Shri Prafulla 
Kumar Mahanta, the President and Shri Bhrigu Kumar Phukan, 
the General Secretary. 

THE GENERAL ELECTION, 1985: 

After Assam Accord the General election was held and 
the newly formed A.G.P. contested in the Assam Legislative 
Assembly Election in all 126 seats and the Assam Gana Parishad 
V.A.GP) came out victory with overwhelming majority fonned 
the Government with Shri Prafulla Kumar Mahanta as leader 
and the Chief Minister of Assam. Then the Government of Assam 
dissolved the North Cachar Hills Autonomous District Council 
headed by District Congress (I) Political Party'. 

In the wake of the dissolution of the North Cachar Hills 
Autonomous district Council the leaders of the Karbi A.iglong 
and North Cachar Hills District councils formed a Fulfledged 
separate State Demand Committee with the following office 
bearers

REGISTRATION OF THE AUTONOMOUS STATE 
DEMAND COMMITTEE (A.S.D.Q AS POLITICAL PARTY: 

As applied by the members of the Autonomous State 
Demand Committee for the registration of the Committee as 
Political Party and submission made on 27^ September’ 1989 
and the committee had registered as Political Party vide the 
Election Commission of India’s letter No. 56/R/l80/89 dtd. 
14.10.89 


THE DISTRICT COUNCIL ELECTION: 

The election of the Karbi Anglong and Nortf Cachar Hills 
was held in 1989 and 22 M.D.C were contested as the candidates 
of the Autonomous State Demand Committee and 22 M.D.C 
were elected out of 26 candidates of the A.S.D.C j >arty. And Dr. 
Jayanta Rongpi was elected unanimously as leader of the party 
and formed the Karbi Anglong Autonomous State Demand 
Committee as Chief Executive Member. 
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Dr. Rongpi as sincerity to the demand of the Autonomous 
State Demand a resolution was adopted and passed the l si 
session of the Karbi Anglong District Council through the 
Executive Committee of the KAAC on 7^ March’ 1989. 

A discussion was held between the representatives of the 
Autonomous State Demand Committee, the K.S.A. and the Nort.i 
Cachar Hills Students’ Federation (N.C.H.S.F.) on 7^ July’ 1992 
led by Dr. Jayanta Rongpi, Chief Executive Member, M.R and 
Shri Holiram Terang, M.L.A. with the Chief Minister, Shri 
Hiteswar Saikia and his Cabinet colleagues at Janata Bhavan this 
evening. 

In the discussion, Dr. Jayanta Rongpi and Shri Terang 
accepted the proposal of the Govt, of Assam for elevation of 
District Councils. 

The A.S.D.C Political Party sent a delegation to New 
Delhi led by Dr. Jayanta Rongpi, C.E.M. and M.P. with the 
representatives of the K.S.A. The delegates met Shri M.M. Jacob 
the then Union Minster of State for Home Affairs on 31 sl May’ 
1993 and in course of discussion the delegates had dropped the 
demand of the Autonomous State by the K.S.A. before him and 
urged upon the Minster for meaningful solution of the issue. 

THE CONFERMENT OF MORE POWER TO THE 
DISTRICT COUNCILS. 

As follow up action of the discussion between the 
representatives of the organizations and the Hon’ble Union 
Home Minister a Tripartied talks on the issue the A.S.D.C, the 
Govt, of Assam and the Central Govt, was held in New Delhi. 
This resulted the signing of the Memorandum of Understanding 
between the A.S.D.C represented by Dr. Jayanta Rongpi, Chief 
Executive Member, Karbi Anglong District Council, M.P. and 
Spokesman of the A.S.D.C and the Govt, of Assam represented 
by Shri Hiteshwar Saikia, Chief Minister of Assam on 1 st April’ 
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1995 in Presence of Shri S.B. Chavan, Union Home Minister, 
New Delhi. 

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING (M.O.U): 

Representative Organizations of Karbi Anglong and North 
Cachar Hills districts, which are governed under the aegis of 
the sixth scheduled of the Indian Constitution, have been feeling 
dissatisfied with quantum demand for constituting an 
autonomous state within Assam under the Article 244 (A) of 
the constitution comprising two districts. 

2. Keeping in view the strong commitment of the Govt, 
of Assam and organizations signatory to this M.O.U. to uphold 
the integrity of the state of Assam not to take recourse to any 
farther reorganization and division of the state efforts continued 
to the direction of finding a solution within frame work of the 
sixth schedule of the constitution.
